We flatter ourfelves; that 
fbme few previous Jd^eSioui on the Nature 
and BeaiOy of that ^«, in which they fo 
happily excell'd, will be thought no im^ 
proper, or difagreeabic Atnulement. 

Among all the curious and delightful 
Arts, that of Painting ( fays Mmfi:ur de 
Tiles, who was a CotmoiJJkw, and a famous 
Frtncb Writer) has always met with the 
moft Admirers ; infomnch, that the Num-

bcr of them almoft includes all Mankind. 
And amongft thefe, there are Multitudes 
daily found, who value themfelves on the 
Knowledge of it i either, becaufe they 
frequently are admitted into the Converla- 
tion of fome of the beft Painters, who have 
expatiated on the Beauties of their Pro- 
fcffion ; or, becaufe they have had an Op- 
portunity oi feeing fome of the moft accu- 
rate Performances in that Way j or laftly, 
becaufe their Tafte is by l^atare good. 
That Knowledge of theirs, however, (if it 
may with Propriety be fo callM) is fo 
very fuperficial, and io ill*grounded, that 
they are altogether incajpable of giving any 
tolerable Defcription of thofe particulair 
Touches, wherein the Beauty of thofe 
Works, with which they arefo highly tranf- 
ported, principally conlifts ; or to account 
for the Errors and Imperte£lions of the 
greater Part of thofe, which they too par- 
tially cenfure and condemn. 

The Art of Painting has like wife been 
difplay'd, in a very pompous Manner, by 
one Bellori, an ingenious Italian Writer, and 
an accurate Judge, but as he who reads 
his Diflertation, with any Degree of Plea- 
fure, muft have a Tafte for the Philofo- 

phy 
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phy of TldtOy wc Ihall purpofcly wave it, 
as being agreeable, comparatively fpeak- 
ing, but to a very few. 

Without having Rccourfe, however, to 
any fuch abftrufe Speculations, we may en- 
tertain a juft Idea enough of the Perfec- 
tions of Painting, not only from thofe nu- 
merous Qualiiications, which are abfolutcly 
neceflary to form a skilful Profeflbr, but 
from the uncommon Honours that have 
been paid to the Art, by the greateft Mo- 
narchs in all Ages. 

The Accomplilhments then, which are 
properly required, are thefe that follow. 

i&, A good yuJgmcnty that he may do 
nothing againft Reafon, and Vcriamilicy, 
or a enormity to Truth. 

2dly, A docibk Mind, that he may pro- 
fit by Inftruftions, and receive, without 
Arrogance, the Opinion of every one, and 
principally of knowing Men. 

3dly, Anobk Heart, that he may propofe 
Glory to himfelf, and Reputation, rather 
than Riches. 

A 3 4th!y 
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4thJy, A SMmitjy and Reach of Ihmgbt^ 
to conceive readily, to produce beautiftil 
Ideas ; and to work on their Subjefts nobly, 
and after a lotty Manner, wherein w^ may 
obferve fomcwhat, that is delicate, ingenious 
and uncommon. 

Jthly, A warm and viiorms Fancy ^ to ar^ 
rive, at leaft, to fome Degree ot Perlec- 
tijn, v/ithout being tir'd with the Pains 
and Study, which are required in /Pain- 
ting. 

6thly, Heahhj to refift the Diffipation of 
Spirits, which are. apt te be conlum'd by 
unwearied Diligence, and. constant Applir 
cation. 

ythly, Toittby becaufe Painting requires a 
great Experieace, and a long Praftice. 

8thly, Beauty^ or Handfomenefs, becaufe a 
Painter delineates himlelf in all his Pic- 
tures; and Nature loves to produce her 
own Likenefs. 

9th1y, AconverfknP Fortfmey that he may 
give his whole Tin>c to Study, and may 
work chcarfully, without being naratcd with 
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76^ PREFACE. vii 

the dreadful Image of Poverty, ever prefcnt 
to his Mind. 

lothly, Labour^ becaufe the SpeciiIatioQ 
is Nothing without the Pra6kice. 

I ithly, A hvefor bis Art. We fufier no- 
thing in the Labour, which is pleaiing to 
us : Or if it happen that we luftcr, we are 
pleas'd with the Pain. And 

Laftly, To he under the Difchline of a hmw^ 
ing MafieVj &c. becaufe all acpends on the 
Beginnings; and becaufe, commonly the 
Scholar takes the Manner of his Mailer, 
and is form'd according to his Gufto. 

If then, fo many noble Qualities, as are 
here enumerated, arc requilice for the At- 
tainment of this (in^lc Art, furely he mufl: 
be infenfible, that is ^not touclfd with its 
Beauties. 

The Charms of Painting will fiirther ap- 
pear, if we conlider the Advantage it has 
over all other Arts, and the Honours that 
have in all Ages been paid to the Profef^ 
fors of it. 

Tho^ 
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Tho* Poetry, \is true, is her Sifter- Art, 
yet even She, with all her Allurements, can- 
not ftand in Competition with her. For 
herein, her Superiority conflfts, that a- 
mongft lo great a Direrfity of Languages^ 
Ihe makes herfelf underftood by all the Na- 
tions of the World ; and, that flie is necef- 
fary to all other Arts, becaufe of the need 
which they have o^ demonftrative Figures^ 
which often give more Light to the Undcr- 
fianding, than the cleareft Difcourles we can 
make : Hcrace, in his Art of Poetry, fays. 

Hearing excites the Mind by flffw Degrees ; 
7 he Man is warmed at once by what be fees. 

This Art, moreover, by its Altar-pieces, 
and other beautiful Decorations, has been 
very ferviceable to Religion itfelf, and has 
nade flronger Impreflions on the Mind, 
than the moft elaborate Difcourfes. Gre^ 
gtry oi Uice^ after having made a long, and 
beautiful Defcription of Abraham's Obla* 
t^on of his Son lf(ftac\ concludes in the fol- 
lowing Terms. ^^ I have often cafi my Eyis 
•* ufm a FiSurCj which rcpre(ents this moving 
*' ObjeSt, and ceuld never withdraw them with- 
^ out Tears. 5« well did the TiSturt rePreCenit

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" tloe Thing itfelf^ even as if the JBioH were 
*^ then fajjing before my Sight. 

We fliall now conclude with fhewing 
what Teftimonies cA RcfpeQ: and Eftccm 
were paid the antient Painters, by Perfons 
ol: the higheft Diitin6lion. 

The greateft Lords, whole Cities, and 
their Magiftratcs of old, (fays TUny) took 
it for an Honour to obtain a Pi£^ure from 
the Hands of the antient Painters. And in 
the loth Chap, of his 3 5 th Book, he informs 
us, that it was by the Authority oi JkxanJer 
himfelf, that the young Gentlemen at Sicj" 
en, and afterwards throughout all Greece, 
learnt, before all other Things, to Vejign 
upon Tables of Boxen-weod ; and that the 
firft Place among all the liberal Arts was 
given to Painting. 

Defffetrius gave inconteftable Proofs of his 
uncommon Regard for the Profeflbrs of Pain- 
ting, even when he was befieging the City 
ot Rhodes : For he was pleas'd to employ 
fome Part of that Time, which he ow'd to 
the Care of his Arms, in viCiting Frctcgenes, 
who was then drawing the Pifture oijalyfm. 
This Jalyfus (as fUnj afl'ures us) hindred De- 

metriui. 
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tnetrim from taking Ehodesf for fear he iliould 
burn the Piftures; and not, being able to 
take the Town on any other Side, he was 
pleased to fparc the Painting, rather than 
take the Viftory, v/hich was akeady in 
his Hands. 

Alexander had no greater Pleafure, than 
when he was in the Painting-room of Jpcllcr, 
where he commonly was found. And that 
Painter once received a fenfiblc Tefti- 
mony of the great Eileen and Regard 
\^hich that Monarch had for him ; for hav- 
ing caus'd him to paint Camfajpe^ one of his 
favourite Concubines, quite naked, on Acr 
count ot her incomparable Beauty, and per- 
ceiving that. Jpdles was fmitteu with her 
Charms, he generoufly made him a prefent 
of the dear Objeft ot his Wiflies. 

But to come nearer to our ownTimes. Frm- 
cis the Firft, King of France^ was fo charm'd 
with Painting, that he allurM , out of Italy 
all the boft Matters ; and amongfl others, 
Leonardo de Vinci, who after having continu- 
ed with him for lomeTime,.dy'd at Fontaine 
hleauy in the Arms of that great Monarch, 
who could not behold his Death without 
ihcdding Tears over him. 

Charles 
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Charks the Fifth, has adom'd S^in tvith 
the nobleft Piftures that are now remaining 
in the World. That Emperor one Day 
took up a Pencil, which fell from the Hand 
of Titian, who was then drawing his Pifliirs, 
and upon Titian^s paying him a Compliment 
on that Occafion, he made him this imme- 
diate Reply, Titian has merited the Service 
of Cafar. And the Author of the Life of 
Titian affurcs us, that Emperor valued him- 
felf more on his being made thrice Immor- 
tal by the Pencil of that inimitable Artift, 
than in fubduing whole Kingdoms. 

In fliort, that Monarch had fuch a Re- 
gard (ov Titian, that he loaded him with 
Riches. And whenever he fent him any 
Money, which for the Generality, was a 
confiderable Sum, he always did it with 
this obliging Tellimony, that his Defign 
was not to pay him the Value of his Piftures, 
becaufe they >yere above iany Price ; in Imi- 
tation of the Worthies •f Antiquity, who 
bought the rareft Piftures with Bulnels of 
Gold ; without weighing it, or counting the 
Number of the Pieces therein contained. 

I Ihall mention but one Inftance more, 
and fp conclude : iwiV the XlVth, oi France, 

fliow'd 
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IhowMas tniich Love for Painting ac Home, 
as he did for Courage Abroad, and teftify'd 
his Taite fbt it by the va& Encouragement 
he ^ave, and the valuable Prefents which 
he made to Le Brun, who was his favourite 
Painter. He founded likewife an Academy 
for bringing the Art of Painting to its ut- 
moft Fitch and Perteftion. And Monfieur 
Golbert, who was primeMinifler, honoiir'd 
it, not only with his Favour and ProtefiUon, 
but his frequent Vifits. 

As to thofe Tcilimonies of Love and 
Efteemj which have been paid to the Pro- 
feffors ef this Art in our own Nation, they 
are fufEciently demonftrated in the cnfuing 
Uircourfe.

^H I S Magnificent ftruflurc (we 
' 1' may venmre to aflert) is more 
I agreeably fitu^tn] ( tVitifor . 
1 only excepted, of which we

' count hereafter) than any other 
of his Majefties Rural RtceJJei: It lies on tke 
Korth-Bank of the River Tfiames, about two 
Imall Miles from the AntientTownufA'/V/iM> 
and on the High-Road fromStaim to London.

fide, yet it is never' in the leaft incommoded 
by the Riie of the Waters, which, in other 
Places, is too often occafionM by iuddenFIoods, 
or inordinate Tcirpcfts $ and tl}o' not far from 
the Reflux of the Tides, yet 'tis at inch acon- 
venient Diftance, as never to be influenc'd by 
any of thofc Impurities, which the Flowing cf 
the Tides are too*apt to create : K either were 
the GardenSy tho' they extend almoft to the 
very Margin of the River, ever known to be 
overflow*a : And whatftill renders its Situa- 
tion^ more agreeable, there are no Marib- 
GroundsjOn either Side the River,to make the 
"Waters ftagnate, or the Air, upon that AccoiuU;, 
either foggy or unhealthful. 

The River here is high enough to be navi- 
able, and low enough to be agreeably rapid; 

that, tho' the Stream moves but gently on^ 
yet it does not fleep, or feem to ftand ilill, like 
aPond. 

This eafy Movement keeps the Waters fcr- 
crer clear and clean. In ihort, the Bottom is 
always in View, the wanton Fiih are always 
vifible, and nothing is wanting, that can ren- 
der a River always entertaining. 

Having thus given the Reader a tranfient 
Idea of i£e Situation of this beautiful Palace, 

1 |ha!l proceed in the next Place to fpeak of 
its antient, and illuftrious Founder. 

It was firft rais'd from the Ground by that 
great Statelinan, and Favourite of King Henry 
vlll. Qrdinal Wool fey ^ and devolv'd on the 
Crownj in the For&ture of his £minence,

when his then Majefty feiz*d his ESe£b and 
Eftate, by which i'udden Turn of Fortune, 
this Rural Seaty and that rf Whitehall (ano- 
ther magnificent Manfion Houfe of the Cardi- 
nal's Ere£lion at his own ExpenceJ was at his 
. Maiefty's Difpofal at the lame Time. Two 
fuch fine Palaces as the above mentioned, built 
at the Ible Charge of one private Subjeft, wiH 
ever be lalling Monuments of the Pride and 
Ambition, as well as the almoft inexhauftible 
Trcafures of that imperious Prelate, who 
inew no Bounds to his Avarice, till he was 
overthrown at once, by incurring the Difplea- 
fure of his Royal, and Munificent Benefkdor. 

Tho' Hampton Court was (as before has 
been obferv'd) a Recels in every Refpefl: fit 
for a Ptince, evenin'King jfi&«ryv Ill's Time, 

?ret it never appear'd in its full Glory, till the 
atter End of King JVilUam III. who greatly 
admiring the Situation, added feveral very ele- 
gant and pompous Apartments to it, caufing 
the great Stair-Cafe, and fome of the Ceilings 
to be painted by Signior Verrio^ a very curious 
Artift, tho* much inferior to fome of the great 
Mafters, of whole Works we fhall give a De- 
fcription hereafter 5 for here are not only many 
Pieces of the moft able Hands, bnt Hamptom 
,Courty as Mr. Ricbardfon oblervcs in his Eflav 
on the Theory oi Painting, is the great School 
of Rafaelle^ the moft celebrated of them all. 
But before we enter upon the Su)[>jeft pro* 
pos'd, in order to render this new Defi.^n as 
uleful, and rational an Amulement as poflibly 

B 2 we 
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we can, wc /hall from Time to Time have Re- 
courie, not onlvtoModernHiftory, asCXrcaffcm 
/haJI require, but to the juftlyadmirMDoSor 
JT/flff, Abbe le rinche^ and Mr, Banrerey as 
the beft, and moft artful Expofitors of the My- 
thology of the Antients : For there are dif- 
ferent Species of Books expoled to Publfc 
View, flic h as Piflures, Prints, Tapeftryand 
Statues. Theie are io nuny Riddles to thofe 
who are ignorant of Fabulous Hiftory, to which 
'we muft be oblt^'d very often to apply, for 
their better Illuffration. 

Without makincr therefore any further A po- 
logy for, or Intro^uftion to our prefent Un^- 
dertaking, we will begin with the Entrance 
into this Palace, at the Gates of which there 
arc four large Brick Piers 5 the two Inward, 
which form a Gate- way,, are adortfd with the 
iiion and Unicorn, the Royal Supporters, 
holding each of them a Shield, whereon are 
the Arms of Great Britain : On the two Oat- 
ward ^re leveralTrophies of War, well carv'd, 
in Stone 5 with two linall Portals on each 
iJidc. 

Having pafs'd through the long GourN 
yard, on each Side of which are5tabling for 
the Officers of his Majefty's Houfhold, we 
proceed to the firft Portal, which is a beauti- 
feil Piece of Brick-work, embelli/h'd with 
four Heads of the Roman C/e/arSy two on each 
Side, with their refpeftive Names under them^ 
The firft is Trajan^ the (econd Adrian^ the 
third 7iberiu5^ and the laft Vitellius. For 

what 
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what Rcafon rfie Carviinal fhould chufe the 
Effigies of thelc four Emperors, of fuch dif- 
ferent Charafters, to decorate this Part of the 
Building, is not eafy to conjeflure. Woolfey 
*tis true,, was a great Scholar, and a Patron of 
Men of Learning , (b were Trajan and Adrian^ 
apd both Men of unLlemilh'd Charafter, and 
en that Account ought claim his Efteem ^ 
but then Tiiersus tho' a learned, was a very 
wicked Prince^ oneof hisgreateft Foibles how- 
ever was,what the Cardi na 1 could not fe i r ly con- 
demn, 1 mean his fupporting and iuffering him- 
ielf tobemanag'd atW ill by his overgrownFa- 
. vouri te Sejanus. Viteilrus had indeed no one good 
Quality to recommend himj bur, like the Car- 
dinal, was notonous for his diflblute and luxu- 
rious Courleof Life. From this Portal fpread 
two Wings, built in the lame Tafte, and a 
large Pavement, of a femi-circular Form in 
Front. 

Thro' the Portal adom*d (as jufirmention'd) 
with the four Heads, we pafs into a large Qiia- 
drangle, remarkable for nothing curious, ex- 
cept its Spacioulhefs and Uniformity : This 
leads to a iecond Quadrangle, where, over the 
Portal, is a beautiful Aflronon^ical Clock, the 
"Workmanlhip and Contwvance of the late 
celebrated Tomp'tony on which are curioufly 
reprefentcd the Kifing and- Setting of the Sun, 
kis gradual ftogreffionthro*^ the twelve Signs 
of the Zodiacky the various Phafes of t he Mooii^ 
and other Itich emblematical Amufements, 
as juftly make it the Obje^ of uiuiverfak Adi.

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miration. Atid here^ m order to inftruft, a» 
wdl as entertain our Readers^ we fhall gi.vr 
them, in this Place, Abbe le ' Inched Hiffori- 
€al Account of the Origin of the Zodiacky and 
his Agreeable E^cplication of its rel'pcftive 
HieroglypKicks^ ^ 

lihcoia Egypt tans y fays he^ha vine firft ob- 
ferv'd tl>e fournatural divifions of the i ear, per* 
cei v'd diat the Sun,, in eachof thele Seaibns^ was 
plac'd fuGceflively under diftinft Stars. la 
order, therefore, to be as exaft as poffibly they 
could, and to parcel out the Year in I'uch a 
Manner, as fhould be comniodibus and unal* 
terable, they divided each of the four Seaibos 
into three Cantons of dif&rent Stars, and the 
whole Year into twelve Houl'es, or Stations 
^ of the Sun, to which they gave the Names of 
twelve difiererit Animals,, that had Relation, 
to what was tranfafled upon Earth, in each 
of thole Diviifions of the Year* 

The Sun,, in Spring,, covers the Earth with 
a vaft Variety of lueftimable Bleffings. Thofc 
which the- Antiencs w«c peculiarly fond o£i 
and valu'dr moft, were Sheep, Kine, and Goats* 
Inordertoadumbriate, theretbre, thofe number- 
Icfs Benefits, and' that Fecundity which was re^ 
Uor'd to them by the Spring, tney gave to the 
three Conftellations, thro* wnich theSun paflee 
in the Spriog,^the Names of thofc three different 
Creatures, The fii-ft G)nftellation under which 
the Sun is found when the Winter is with- 
drawn, and the Days and Nights are equal, 
KasdiftinguiAi*d by the Name of the firft Ani* 
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fmalthat is ufually brought forth at that par- 
ticular Period, that is to lay, the Laaib, or its. 
Parent, theKaoi. The fecond bore the Titl^ 
of the Bull : And, as the Goats, who are hot 
in Novemter^ and pregnant for five Months^ 
bringr forth two young Ones oftner than one, at 
the £xpiration w that Term, the tfiird Con^ 
ftellation of the Spring bore the Denomination 
©f the Twins, or Kids.* 

Wthen the Sun is arriv'd at the Summer 
Solftice, he advances no farther towards the 
Pole, but returns with abundance of Gravity 
and Preckiition, as it were, to the £a uatqr j 
for which reaibn, the Egyptians thougnt pro 
per to affign the Name of the Crab to thofe 
Stars under which he then ^pears^ The 
Manner in which this Animal marches is well 
known, and nothing could more aptly aduno- 
brate the Retrog^radation of the Sun. The ex- 
celli ve Heats which next come on, and the fuU 
Xiuftre in which that glorious Luminary then' 
appears, induc*d them to give the Cbnftclla- 
tion under which he then moves, the Name of 
the Lion, the King and Terror of all the terr 
r^ftrial Animals. The Harveft, wJiich imme- 
diately {ucceeds, inchVd them to delineate 
thefixth Conftellation,by theFigureof a young 
Female Reaper, bearing an Ear of Corn^ TTic 
£mblem,orAllafion,is taken from: thofe young 

* Tbe Greeks Jkbfiituted in their Room^ tho' 
without any FbuHdationy tie two Brothers^ 
Caftor ajB^PpUttx. 

Vir-. 
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Virgins, who gain'd their Livelihood by gJean-^ 
ing after the Reapers^ and nothing could be a 
more lively Reprelentation of that Sealbn of 
the Year,wnen Providence is lavifh, as it were^. 
©f her Favours, and fupplies both rich and 
poor with Plenty of Provinons. 

'Twould beimpoffible toexprefs that whicb 
the Equinox falfe under,, and eq'uals Day and 
Night by any better Symbol y, than that of a 
Ballance inA''.quilibrto. The various Diftem- 
pers occafion'd by the Siin in hiis R€treat, or 
which break o\it in the middle of Autumn,, 
made them give the next Set of Stars the Ti- 
tle of the Scorpion 5 becaufe that Animal car- ' 
rJes not only a Sting, but a Bag of Rorfon in 
his Tail, and makes uft of boi£^ a&be finds 
Occafion. The Sagittary, or- Archer * who 
follows that deftructive Animal; has a vifible 
Relation to the Chace, or the Diverfion of 
Hunting, which is principally follow'd after 
the Fall of the Leaf. As the Crab, that crawls 
with a retrograde Motion, was made the 
Symbol of the Summer Solftice, after which 
the Sun always returns to the Equator 5 fo on 
die other Kand, in order to delineate the Win- 
ter Solftice, after which the Sun rifes, and* 
continues his wogreflive Motion* to the other 
Tropick, the Name of Capricorn, or the Goat 
was chofav^ becauie thefe Animals moft com.-- 
monly climb as they browze, and continue af-«^

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cendingj and fecdinc^till they liave reach 'd the 
Summit of the Rocks and Mountains. The 
Water- Pot is a lively Image of the Hail, Rain 
and Snow, that fiill in the dark. Winter Sea- 
ion* And laiily, the two Fi-fh, which are 
link'd together by a Filletor Bandacje^ feem to 
have Reference to the Generation of thole Ani- 
mals, who make their Appearance about the 
Clole of Winter, at which Period Angling be- 
gin$ to come Jn Seafon. 

But to return to our Quadrangle: — On the 
left Hand is theold creatHall, in which, by 
his late Majefty's Command, was erefled a 
Theatre, wherein, as Mr. Gibber the Comedian, 
in his Apology for his own Life, Page 447. 
afiures us, it was intended that two Plays 
ihould have been a6ied every VYeeTc, during 
the Time of the Court'5 G>ntinuajnce there f 
however, leven Plavs only, it ftcms, weie 
perform'd in it, by fne CoiTiedians from Drtt- 
ry-hane^ that very Summer it was ereflei^ 
and one afterwards, in the Year 1751. for the 
Entertainment of the Duke ot Lorrain^ now 
Grand Duke of Tufcany. 

In the Front is a Brick Portal, ^dorn'd with' 
four Cisfar's Heads,^ but whole in particular, 
we are at a Lois to determine^ thts Part.6f 
the Building was repaired in bi» prelent Ma- 
jelly's Reign, as appears by a Key- Stone ov«r 
the- Gate, on which are tbeX.ettets G, R, and 
the Year of our Lord Mb c c xxx 1 1. . 

On the Right Hand of this Quadrangle 
there is a StoneQolonade,confifting ol fourteep 

Pillars, 
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Pillars, and two Pilafters of the Ionic Ordct, 
with an Entablature and Balluftrade at Top,, 
aecorated in the Middle with two large, carvd 
Vafes. This leads to the great Stair-Cafr^. 
on which are painted, at the Top, on the 
left Side, as you come in^poUo and the Nine 
Mufes 'y reprefenting a fine Concert of Mufick,.

dels Ceres f holding a Wheat-Sheaf in her le^ 
Hand, and j^ointing to feveral Loaves of Bread 
with her Ru^ht ^ m whica fhe ds a Chap^ 
let of Flowers 5 near her arc the River 
Gods, Tbame and IJiSy with their Urns y 
and behind them, two River Nvmphs t 
A large Table is plac'd in the Midak with 
a large Quantity orrrcli gilt Plate upon it^ a*- 
rdom'd with Flowers. This Part of the Paint- 
ing is a lively Reprelentation of the Marriage 
ct Tbame zoAlJis 5 alluding to the Palace 1:^ 
ing ercfled on the River, wh-ich tales its Name 
from the Union of their Streams. ApollozxA 
the Mufes are introduc'd into the Piece, as 
being the Deities who prefided over all (acred 
Banquets, and were as much the Protedors of 
Mirth and FeJUvlty^ asof P^^ry and Mufick^ 
Pan and Ceres llave AUufion to the Fields and 
Meadows about Hampton Courts and Ftora to 
the Gardens. 

On the Cieling are painted Jupiter and 
Juno^ leated on a rich Throne, with Ganymede 
riding \xix}n Jupiter^ Eagle, and preienttng 
tbim the Cap. Juno^ Peacock is in the Front; 

and 
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:«ndoncof the Parca^ or fatal Sifters^ is wait- 
ing with her Sciflbrs in her Hand/ ready to 
«cut tue Thread of Lite, whenever Jove fhould 
give her Orders. The Whole is cover'd with 
a fine Canopy, furrounded with the Signs of 
the Zodiack, and leveral Zephyrs^ with Flow- 
ers in their Hands. On one Side of them is 
Forney with her -two Trumpets. This Piece is 
a Compliment paid to ^ing fVtlliam and 
Queen m&ry $ the Peacock is an Emblem of 
their Grandeur, the Z)^/ffyJenotes their Pow- 
er over the Lives of their Subjefts, and the 
Zephyrs reprefent their mild and courteous 
©ifpofition towards them. 

Underneath this is a beautiful Figure 

of FenuSy in an eaiy, carelefs Pofture, with 

K>ne Leg on a Swan, and Cupid riding on ano- 

•ther, whilft Afen is making his AddreSes to 

her as a Lover. 

On the right Hand arc Plutovind Pro/erpiney 

CaJus and Terra^Cybele^ crownM with aTow- 

^r, and others : Neptune and Ampbitrite in^ 

the Front, and two Attendants, ferving them 

with Neftar and Fruits. 

On the left is Bacchus and "his Attendants, 
He is dreft in a Leopard*^ Skin, thrown over 
f. his Shoulders, and a Crown of Grapes upon 
( his Head. He leans on a rich Ewer ^ his left 
y Hand refts on SJfemis^ Head, who fits on an 
Aft that is fallen down, and leems to catch at 
a Table, to which the Goddefs Diana above 
IS pointing. The TabJe is fupported by Ea- 
gles* Oa one Side of it &u Romulus ^ the 

Founder 
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Fdundcr of Rome^ who Icems 'Vcry attentive, 
aiid Jooks up to Jupiter. There is a Wolf 
by Ixis Side, by which, according to the 
received Notion, he was fuckled with his 
Twin Brother RemuSy when their Uncle A'k- 
m'ttor had order'd them both to be caft into 
the River Tyber ^ but the Meflenger eoaplovM 
in this wicked Defign, having Lid the 6hiid^ 
ren gently down among Ibme RuAies, they 
were found by the Shepherd Favfiulus^ who 
deliver'd them to his Wife to nurle, from 
whole Name, being Lupa^ the Fable of their 
being fuckled by a Wolf took its Rife. 

On the other Sideqf the flying Table, is Her- 
cuieSy dreft in a Lion*s Skin, and leaning on 
his Club* AH the above Figures are painted 
in the Clouds. In another Pannel is Peace^ 
holding a Laurel in her Right. Hand, and in 
her Left, a Palm over Mneas*^ Head, who 
ftands on the left Hand, and feems to invite 
the Twelve C/p/2rrj,who are all ftandiug toge- 
ther on the right, toaCeleftial Banquet j a- 
tpongft whom is the celebrated Spurina^ the 
Sooth(ayer> The Genius of Rome is hovering 
over their He^ds, with a flaming Sword, the 
Emblem of DeflruSion, and a^ Bridle, the 
Symbol of Government, both in her Right 
Hand. 

This Profpeft of Rome^ with the flaming 
Sword and Bridle in the Hand of her Genius, 
frems an AlUfion to the Revolution, at which 
Time, had it not been for the A.fliftance of 
our great and glorious Deliverer, .King A^/- 
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JiamUl. the fir/V/;^ Nation had felt again th^ 
Weight of the Rom'tjh Yoke. 

In another^Pannel is Julian the Apoftate^ 
writing at a Tablc^ with Mercury^ the God 
•of Eloquence attending on him, in AUufion 
to the fine Writings of that wicked Etnperor, 
who was an inveterate Enemy to the Chriftian 
Religion, notwithftanding his Education in 
it, and his Service at the Altarx. 

He was the Son of Conftantius^ Brother of 
-Confiantim the Great, His Mother's Name 
-was Bufilina^ His firft Tutor inOrammer 
was one MardoniuSy an Heathen Eunuch, who 
t^x^'^oX Conftantinople* Ecebolius^ cmethat 
waver'd in the Faith,, was the next that in* 
•ftrufted him in the Art of Rhetorick, at iVT- 
€omedfay to which Place he was (ent by the 
Emperor, in order that EufebiuSy who was 
'Biihop of that Place, 2Uid his Kinfman, might 
improve him in Virtue and good Manners 5 
tut he was fharaefuUy corrupted byoneARz^^r*- 
imus^ who was not only a Pniiofopher , but a 
Magician. His Coufin GofK/tantlus^ being in- 
form 'd of his diflblutc Gourfc of Life, and 
Julian dreading his Refentment, madehimfelf 
a Monk": But tno' he behav'd in that Capa- 
city to all outward Appearance as a good Chri- 
ftian, he was a very Heathen in private* Be- 
fore this Time^both he and his Brother Gallup 
were coiiftituted Clerks, and dilcharg'd the 
Office of Public Readers in the Church- Aflem- 
i>lies» The latter was a Zealot, and was very 
Iknguinc in the ErefHon of a Ghiu'cb^ i:\ H a,

)ffO\\vto Mammas the Mart7rj the other, indeed^ 
join'd with him in the Undertakii\g, but was 
perfeajy ncmifs^ and regardlcliof performing 
Bis proportionable Part. In Procels of Time, 
Conftantius^ at theeamcft Sollicitationof hi» 
Royal Conlbrt Eufebia^ declaf'd him Cafari 
And in the Year 335, he married Helena^ the 
Emperor's Sifter. He had formerly been fcnt 
into Gauly where he overcame the Barbarians^ 
and by vanquiihing (even German Kings, re- 
ftor'd Peace to thole Provinces* His Deport- 
ment was fo exemplary, and leemingly virtu- 
ous, that it gain'd him the univerfai Aficftion 
iindEftecmof the/?e»/»tf» Legions 5 infomuch 
that in the Year ^6y loon after the Death of 
ConftantiuSy he was eftabliih'd on his Throne. 
The Mask thereupon was immediately thrown 
off, and he caus'd the Idol- Temples of the 
Heathens publickly to be open'd 5 and not 
only reftor'd their Worlhip, but aflum'd the 
Office himlelf of their High-Prieft : In Ihort, 
he religioufly obferv'd all their Rites and Ce- 
remonies, and endeavour'd, by the Blood of 
Sacrifices, to efface the Charafter ofhisChrift- 
lanBaptilin. He recalled all thofe Hereticks 
who had beenbanilh'dbyhis Predeceflbr, and 
reftor'd the Donatifts to their refpeftive Pofts 
or Employments in Africa^ and enibracM every 
Opportunity that oficr'd to injure or opprels 
the Chriftians, whom (by way of Ignominy 
and Reproach) he branded with the Title of 
Galileans : And.fo far did he carry his impla- 
cable Malice and A verfion towards them, that 

kc 
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lie did not fcruple to put the King of P.erfia'% 
EmbaCadors toDeiith,forno othccIlcaibn,than 
thiit they ptofel's'd themrelves Chriftians. Jn 
the Dilpofal of all Places he prefer'd fuch at 
were ftrenuous Advocates for Idol-Worlhtp^ 
and punifti'd all Chriftians who prefum'd to 
open any Seminaries, or Schools lor the Edu- 
cation of Youth, and us'd, in ihort, hrs ut- 
moft Endeavours to extirpate the Gatholick 
Faith. For which Realbn he gave extraordi- 
nary Encouragement to Pagan Tutors 5 and 
introduc'd the Religious Cuftom of finging 
alternately in the Idol - Temples, together 
with the Diftin'ftton of Places, the Forms of 
Prayers, and Ibme ni^int RckmbJance ofPub* 
lie Penance by way of Atonement for enormous 
Grimes. He proposed to have built ieveral 
Public Hofpitals, for the Reception of fuch 
as were fick and poor^.as^ alfo Monafteries, for 
the Education ofyoung Vii^ins^butdid .not lire 
to&ethofelaudtble Intentions accon\plifh'd. 
But above all, he tried all the Means in his 
Power to prevail on. his Soldiers in genera), 
but nK>re particularly ^z Pratorian Guards 
to renounce the QiriKian.Rcligion^ thegreateft 
Part of them however defpis'd and abhorr'd 
the impious Propofition, and choie rather to 
abandon their Pofts, and forfeit his Favour 
and Prote^on, than to turn Apoftates. Maris^ 
Bifhop of Chalcedony haviij^ publiekly repri- 
manded him for his wicked Proceedings, hi^ 
anlwrr'd hihm^ithout any Warmth or Emotion, 
That his <jaliia^n% notv^ithihuiding allhia 

C2 Zeal 
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Zeal; would never cure him of his Blindnefiv. 
To which iiDgious- Refleilion Maris rcply'd^. 
1 blefe my Saviour^ that being blind, 1 nee^ 
«ot pollute mv Eyes with beholding fuch a 
ihameful Apellate as you are. This fifcewHc 
the Emperor bore witn all the Gilmnels ima- 
ginable, as thinking iuch a Reply not worthy 
ef his Regard or Relentment. 

He very much aflfefted aH fuch ASs of 
Clemency and Moderation, with a View ta 
gain by that Means the greater Credit to hia 
wickea and villainous Defigns. He gave free 
Leave to the Jews to rebuild the Temple 
of Jerufalenty and finding himfelf rndilpen- 
fibly oblig'd to make War upon the Perfians^ 
he breath 'd nothing but Vengeance and De- 
ftru^onx>ni the Church, as loon as heretum'dj; 
but raAihi>dHffi^ging»' with the 'Eneihy wkH 
\ak rCoat'of <l8an; lie received an accidental 
Wound, : ^kereoS he died. Finding bimicdf 
in a defperate Condition, he took a Handful 
of^ihi^ Blood (according to Tbeodoret) aad 
caftiag it up to Heaveti, faid, Vicifti Gililiee^ 
that is, Chrift^ thou haft hvGroeme me^ and 
inftantly expir'd,' oh the twentieth Day of 
yune^'in the feventk ¥ear of his Reign* in 
the thirty firft Year of his Age. 

Tho* ib wicked a Man^ it is allowed on alk 
Hands, that his acquired Parts were extraor- 
dinary,, and that his .Works arc the juft Ob- 
jefts of univerfal Admiration. 

As to his Perlbn, he had fparkling Eyes, 
a ftem, pandering Countenance, a ftrait Nofe, 

his 
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his Mouth fomewhat of the Liggeft, a Slit in 
his Under-Lip,a thick Beard, which he wore 

Sicked, his Shoulders large and moving, his 
[ead hanging down, which he always turn'd 
on one Side and t'other 5 he walk'd veryfeft, 
altho' he was but little, and made a great Noil^ 
when he laugh'd. i 

Amongft the many Pieces which he wrote, 
there was a Satirical Letter, that heeall'dthc 
MifopogoHy or Beard-hater, as a Teftimony of 
his Contempt of the People of Jntrocby who 
had endeavoured to make him appear ridicu^ 
lous. 
> Over the Door, at the Head pf the Stiiirs, 
is a Fyra^ or Funeral Pyle, doncin Stone- 
Colour : Under the Paintings before men^ 
tion'd, are thirty fix Pannels, reprefenting 
Trophies of War, and other Decorations in 
the lame Colour. - 

The Paintings on this Stair-Gale are all 
the Works of Sienipr Ferrio^ an ingenious 
Italian^ ^)x^ laia out feveral Gardens, and 
painted feveral pther Pieces here, as well a^ 
at Windfofi and at the Seats of many of the 
Nobility..

"Work, Stars made of Bayonets, Swords, Gfr. 
*lfo Circles,. Ovals, Hexagons^ and OSt$r 
gons; in« the -Centers of fome arc the £im'4. 
Meiufa\ Head, of othra-s Jupiter's Thunder,, 
and other Devices carv'd upon a Shield : Tte 
Sides^ are garnifh'd with Bandaleers.

The Room is hung with rich oldTapcftry^ 
that has no particular Story wrought m 
it 5 but Landlcapc - Work, with the Fi- 
gures of Nymphs* Fawns, Satyrs, Nereides^ 

In the Front, are the Ginopy and Qiair of 
State, which are of Crimlbn l)amask, as arc 
alio the Stools : On the Back*part of the Ca^ 
nopy are the King's Arms, and round the 
Val lance the Crown and Cypher embroidered 
in Gold. This Room, tho' called the fecond^ 
is the firft Preience Chamber of the Ring's A- 
J)artment. 

The Ceiling is vaulted, from the Center ot 
which hangs a fine Luilre of nineteen Bran'* 
chcs. 

This Pifture which was painted by the late ce- 
lebrated Sir Godfrey Kneller^ is one of his Matt- 
er-pieces, and a glorious Proof of his extraor- 
dinary Genius. The Drawing is good, and 
the Colouring beautiful 5 the Lights and Sha- 
dows are difpos'd in the moft artful Manner x 
Eaeh Figure is beautifully bold,, and the In- 
vention truly noble 5 for as it is well known,., 
his Majefty landed in the Weft of England^ 
♦he Sails of the Ships at « Diftance are fwel- 
led with the Eaft Wind, and the Hair of the 
Figure of Plenty is ruffled, and blows the- 
&me Way-

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'I'his juftJy admir'd Painter was bom at 
Lubeck^ in tnc Lower. SaMony^ in. the Y«ir 
16 ^6y and wa» a Pupil of Rembrandt. He 
travell'd to Rom£j and drew after the antique 
Statues and Bufts, whereby heattain'd to the 
moft beautiful and graceful manner of drawing 
a Lilcenefs that any Painter was ever Mafter 
of: He was not fb exaA a Gopyer of Nature 
in the minute Parts as Fan Dyekybut what he 
added to her made ample Amends fer what he 
neelefled ;. ^r he gave aj peculiar Grace 
and Dignity wherever the Gharafler requ^r'd 
it; upon which Account, a noble Duke> who 
made no mean Figure,, was once pteas'd to fay 
to him, " Sir Godfrey j e^very Body telFs me^ 
the Pifture you have drawn for me is ex- 
tremely like, and yet, methinks, when I 
view aysfeif and that together' in the Glafs, 
I appear like a noeer PoiProai to it; 
H^ was fo far from taking die Advantage 
of little Marks and Def«r£fe for a. Likenefs, in 
all his Pieces, that he left them quite out, and 
painted from thofe Parts that could^make the 
Pifture ftrike the .Eye in the moft agreeable 
Manner. As the mean, hard Likenef^ is the 
prefeat Fafhion, JCW/Z^if^s great Abilities arc 
pot fo much regarded at jMrefent, as they wiH 
doubtlef s be adnair*d oy Pofterity.

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Wc ihall now proceed to give a fhort Ac- 
count pf the remaining Curiofities in the Se- 
cond Room, which we left unfiniih'd.. 

Over the Chimney is a whole Length of 
the Marquis of Hamiltony Lord Steward of 
the Houihold to King Charles \. painted by, 
Van Somer, 

Over the Doors arc two Pieces of Architec- 
ture, beautifully painted by i?^, an Artift 
of great Reputation, fbmeofwhofcbeft Works 
are in the Galferies of the Trench King's Pa- 
laceof Fontatnhleau.. He was a great Archi- 
tect, as well as Painter, and io hignly efteem'd 
by Francis I. that he made him Super-inten- 
damt General of all his Buildim^s,. Piftures,. 
(^c. gave him a confiderabic Penli^ n, and al- 
lowed him fuch Opportunities of making his 
Fortune, that hcliv'd for a confiderabic Time, 
in fuch Affluence and Splendor, that few Prm- 
ces made a greater Figure. 

However, at- the End of this Painter was 
ibmewhat extraordinary, we prefume a fhort 
Relation of it will be thought no dilagreeablc 
Amufement. 

ROSXO^ after he was grown immenfely 
rich, was robb'd of a large Sum of Money, 
and as he unfortunately imagined , hy one Fran- 
c'tfco PelegrinOy a Florentine^ wJio was one o£ 
his moil intinute Friends, as well as his Coun^ 
tryman. Upon which Sufpicion, he procur'd 
an Order for his Imprifonment, and caus'd 
Jiim to be put to the Torture 5 which he un- 
^went with fuch Kefolution and Courage, 

and 
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and#flcrtcd his Innocence, in the Height of the 
moft agonizing Pains, with fuch Q)iiftancjv 
tkat he was honourably acquitted. 

Our unhappy Painter, partly out of Jfte- 
morfe for this inhuman Treatment of his in-- 
jur'd Friend, and partly out of Fear of the fac- 
ta] Confejuences of .hismoftjuft Refentmcnty* 
difpatch'd himlelf by Poifon, in 1 541, and. 
in the forty fifth Year of his Age. 

TBe Second Pres EN ce-Gh AM ber. 

Over the Chimney is a whole Length of 
Chrifiian IV. King ot De^miirk^ hy Van Somer. 
This Pifture, as moft bf the Jarge ones are, is 
decorated round the Frame on the Outfide 
with Feftdonsof Fruits and Flowers, beauti- 
fully carv'd in Hi^h-reliefy in Lime Wood. 

Over all the Doors are Pieces of Ruins and 
Landfcapes by RoJJb. 

The Hangings of this Room are very an- 
tient Tapeftry, but very rich, the Lights be-« 
ing all G?old, and the Shadows Silk 5 the Sub- 
jeft of thofc on the Left is Hercules and the 
Hydra ; and thofe on the Righ-tis M/W/7i witt 
hjs Afles Ears. 

The Room it fpcious, with a vaulted 
Ceiling, from the Center of which haags a 
gilt Chandelier of twelve BFanches. The 
Chair of State and Stools arc of Crimfon Da* 
mask, fring'd with the fame Colour, Here 
arc two Tables of fine Marble, which have

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Pier-Glaflcs over them, with gilt Stands on 
each Side. 

7be Audience-Room. 

Over the Chimney is a whole Length of 
Elizabeth Queen of Bohemsay who was his 
prelent Majellies Great Grand -mother, and 
the Daughter of King James 1. Her Hus- 
band Frederick V. Prince Eleftor Palatine 
of the Rbine^ and herlclf likewile, were drove 
out of their Kingdom, for Want of the feafoa- 
ablc Support or her Father. She came over 
into England the Year after the Reftoration 
of her NcoheWj King Charles II. and died a- 
bout nine Months after that in London^ at the 
l^tAr Craven* t in Drury-Lane^ in the Year 
1661, 

Over each of the Doors in this Room, is a 
Madonna^ by Domtnico FeHi^ who, by ftudy- 
ing the Works of Gsulto Romano at Mantua^ 
became an excellent Imitator of that great 
Mafter. He died in the Year Jda4, in the 35th 
Tear of his Age. 

The Tapeftry is fine; the Subjeft on one 
Side Abraham and Lot dividing their Lands ^ 
and on the other,^ God appears to Abraham in 
the Front, and Abraham is purchaiing a Piece 
of Ground for a Burying-piace. 

The Room is lofty : In the Middle hajngs 
a. beautiful Chandelier of Silver chas'd, wim 
fixtccti Branches. Between tlie Windows are 

Glafles^ 
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Clafles 5 afid under them Tables^.finely carv'di 
and gilt Stands on each Side. 

Here is a fine Canopy of State, with Wiii- 
dow-Curtains, Chair and Stools of rich Crim- 
ibn Damask, lac'd, and fring'd with Gold- 

The Dk AWTNC-ROOM. 

Over the Chimney-Piece is a whole Lengtlr 
of King * Charles 1. which is univerlally al- 
low 'd to be the fineft R^prefentationothint 
that ever was painted, and one of tbcMaftcr- 
pieces of that great Artift Sir Anthony Van 
Dyck. Tho' hit Majcfty i« dreft indeed in- 
his Royal Robes, yet he is drawn ina deje£l- 
ed Poftvre, and with an Air of Sorrow in hit 
Gounteiiancie, to intimate to the Spectator ,. 
that he was juft entring into his Troubles at 
the^ime when he iat ibr hts Piflure i And 
tho* the Piece tn. general be dark, yet there is 
a peculiar Brightnefs in the Face and Hands. 

We ihall here give our Readers the Charac^ 
ter and Hiftory of this great Matter, extrad* 
ed from Mr. Grabam^s inort Account of the 
Painters. 

Sir Anthony Fan Dyck (fays our Author> 
was bom at Antwerp^ in the Year 1 599 ; and 
gave fuch< early Teftimonies of his moft ex- 
cellent Endowments, that RubenSy his Mafter^. 
jealous of his beinp^ ibon as univerfally ap- 
proved of as himfelf, in order to divert him 
n-om Hiftory- Pieces,, would frequently com-r 
mend. his peculiar Talent in painting after the 

Lifc^, 
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liife, and took fuch Cart to keep him con- 
ftantly cmplojj'd in that particular Branch, 
that hcdctermin'd at laft to n\akc it his prin- 
cipal Study 5 and for his further Improvement 
traveird to Fenicey where he attained the 
beautiful Q)Jouring of7///tf«, Paolo Veronefe^ 
&c. And after a -few Year* ipent in Rome^ 
Genoay and Sicily^ he return'd Home to Flan^ 
derSy with a Manner of Painting fo noble, 
natural and eafy, that Titian himfelf wa« 
liardly his Superior 5 and no other Mafter in 
the World equal to him for Portraits. 

He came into England foon after Rubins 
left it, and ;was retain 'd in the Service of King 
Charles I. who conceiv'd a very high Efteem 
for all his Works, honoured him with Knight- 
hood, made him a Prefent of his own Pifture, 
£et round with Diamonds, fettled on him a 
considerable Penfion, fat very often to him for 
his Portrait 5 as did moft of the Nobility and 
principal Gentry of the Kingdom after him. 

Tho' he was a Peribn of but a low Stature, 
yet he was well proportion'd 5 and tho' very 
handfbme, was modeft, affable and courteous: 
Hewaslikewifea great Encouragerof all thofe 
who excell'd in any Art or Science whatlb- 
cver, and generous to the laft Degree. He 
married one of the moft beautiful Ladies of 
t\ic Englijh Court, the Daughter of Lord Ru- 
tbeVy Earl iof Gowry^ and liv'd in State and 
Grandeur anl'werable to her Birth. As to his 
Dreft, it was generally very rich, his Coaches 
&nd Equipage were very magnificent, his Re- 
tinue 
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rinuc numerous and gay : His Tabic was 
fo iplendid, and lb much frequcnftd by Peo- 
ple of the beft Quality of both Sckcs^ that his 
Apartments were more like the Court of a 
Prince, than the Lodgings of an Artificer. 

Towards the latter End of his Life, he 
grew weary of the conftant Fatigue of Face^ 
Painting ^ and being ambitious of immorta- 
lizing his Name by lon^ more bold and ardu- 
ous Undertaking, went to PariSy with a View 
of being employed in the Service of the French 
JCing, but not meeting with that Encourage- 
ment he expe6led,herctum*d to London 5 and 
being introduced at Court by his Friend Sir Kc- 
nelm Digby^ he propos'd to make Cartones for 
the Banqueting- Houfei.t Whitehall: The Sub- 
jeft of which was intended to have been the Injii" 
tution of the Order of the Garter ^ the Procef- 
fion of the Knights in their Habits, with the* 
Ceremony of their Inftallment at St. Georg^t 
Feaft, But as his Demands at firft of Four- 
fcore Tboufand Pounds "wctt thought very un- 
rcalbnable, whilft the King was treating with 
him for a more moderate Sum, the Gout and o- 
ther Diftempers put an End to his Life, in the 
Tear 1(^41, m the 4id Year of his Age: And 
his Body was interred in St. Paur% Cathe- ■ 
dral. 

DUFRESmr, fpeaking of i?tfifm, fays, 
his School was full of admirable Difciples, a- 
mongft whom. Fan JDyck was the Man, that 
beft comprehended all the Rules and general 
Maxims of his Mafter j and even exceird him ' 
in the Delicacy of his Colouring, and' in his 

Cabinet- 
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Cabinet Pieces 5 his Tafte however, in regard • 
to the Defigning Part, was nothing fuperior 
he owns, to that of Rubens. 

In the lame Room where this fine Pifturc 
of King Charles I. is, there are two capital 
Piftures over the Doors.* The Subjefl: ox the 
Pirft is, the Scriprure-Hiftory of' David cut-' 
ting off Qo/faFs Head. The Former is here 
reprelented as a very little Perfon. The Head 
ot the Latter is very large, and of a fine dead 
Colour. The Sword likewile, with which it 
was cut off, is very large. This beautiful 
Piece was painted by Fetti^ of whom we have 
alt^ady given a fhort Account. The Other, 
whictiis a Repreientationofthe*.fi&/7 Family 
was painted by Correggioy of whom Du Fref- 
noy gives this Account, that he painted at 
Parma two large Cupola's in Frelco, and fome 
Altar-Pieces. This A rtift found out certain 
natural and unaffefted Graces, fays he, for 
his Madonna\y his Saints, and little Child- 
ren, which were peculiar to him. Tho' his 
Manner is exceed wig great, yet neither the 
Dcfign, nor theWork is" perfcdlly correal. His 
Pencil was both eafy and delightful, and it 
muft be acknowledg'd that he painted with 
great Strength, great Heightning^, great Sweet- 
nefs, and Livclinels of Colours, in which none 
cxccird him. 

He had fuch a Manner of diftributing his 
Lights, as was peculiar to himfelfj which 
gave A great Force and Roundnefs to his Fi- 
gures. He would extend a large Light, and 

E then 
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then make it lofc it(clf infenfibly in the Dark 
Shadowing, which he plac'd out of theMaf- 
fts with furprifing Art. And thole give them 
that Roimdnefsy without our being capable of 
perceiving from whence fuch Force, and fqch 
an agreeable Amulement to the Eye arifes. 
In all Probability, continues Z)^ Frefnoy^ the 
reft of the Lombard School copied him in this 
Particular. He was not, however, over-curi- 
ous in his Chgice of the moft graceful Atti- 
tudes, neither had he the Talent of letting a 
Group of Figures in the moft advantageous 
Light : His Defigns are frequently imperfeft, 
and the Pofitions in them not duly oblerv*d. 
Tho' the Afpefts of his Figures ar« too often 
difagrecable to the Eye 5 yet his Manner of 
defigning Heads, Hands, Fect^ and other 
Parts, is very great, and juftly deferves our 
Imitation. His Art was moft confpicuous ia 
conducing his Piftures, and knowing when 
to leave off j tor there was fuch an Union in 
his Painting, that his greateft Works Iccm'd 
to have been the Performance only of a Day 5 
and appear as if we law them from a Looking- 
G/afs. His Landlcapes are no lefs beautiful 
than his Figures, ana the juft Objefts of our 
Admiration. 

Mr. Richdrdfon gives an Inftance of tKis 
Painter's Fancy, in a Z)/7/r/7^ of his, wherein 
he has finely exprefs'd the Senle of that Story; 
for upon the Deicent of the Golden Shower, C*^- 
pi4 draws off her Linen,and twoLoves are trying 
a Darttipp'd with Gold upon a Touch-ltone. 

This 
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This A NTO NIO ALLEGRT, generally 
caird Corregghy from the Place where he was 
bom, in the Dukedom of Modena^ was a Man 
of fuch natural Part«, that nothing but hi« 
unhappy Education, which gave him no Op- 
portunities of ftudying Abroad, or of conluJt- 
angthe Antients, in order to perfefl: himi'df 
in Defign, prevented him from being the moft 
confpicuous Painter in the World. He had a 
Genius however lb fublime, and was Matter 
of a Pencil io inexpreffibly loft, tender, and 
beautiful, that Giulio Romano^ on (ceing a 
Leda^Tii a haked Venus^ which he painted for 
Frederick Duke of Modena^ as Prefents for the 
Emperor, was^leas'd to declare, that it was 
imnoffible, in his Opinion, for any Thing of 
Colotfrs to go beyond them. His chief Works 
are at ModenazxiA, Parma^ at which laft Place 
he Ipent the greateft Part of his Life in Ob- 
(curity, and work'd hard to maintain his Fa- 
mily, which waa ibmewhut large, without 
meeting with that Encouragement which wais 
due to his Merit. 

He wa« ^tremely humble and modefl in his 
Deportment : He led a very religious Life, anft 




fatigu'd with carryijig 
home feme Copper Money^ to the Value of a-^ 
bout fi^ty X>o^ns, which he had reCeiv'd for 
tone of his Pieces. 

E 2 The 
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The other Furniture of this Room confift$ 
of a rich Chair of State and StooJsy two large 
Marble Tables between the ^^indows, with 
Pier-Glafles up to the Ceiling, and two Pair 
of fine gilt Stands: The Winaow-Curtains are 
Tiffue, with a Silver Ground. There are fix 
Silver Sconces on thcTapeftry, which is rich- 
ly woven in with Gold, but, is very ancient 5 
tne Subjeft, the Scripture-Story of Jbrabam 
lending ills Servants to get a \N ife for Ifaac.

Over the Chimney is a whole Length of the 
Dutchefs of H^rk ('Daughter of the Lord 
Chancellor Hydcy and Motner to Qiicen Mary 
and QuctnAnne) painted by Van Somer-y un- 
der which, and over the two Doors is a large 
Colleftion of Cbina^ plac'd there by Queen 
Mary^ who was peculiarly fond of thatSort 
of Ware. 

The Tapelfry is the Hiftory of Jojhua^ all 
round the Koom, which is very Ipacious. 

The Ceiling was painted by Ferrio. The 
Subjedl of one Part of it is Endymion and the 
Moon : Endymion is lying with his Head in 
• Morpheui*% Lap, and Diana^ in her Crclcent, 
viewing him with the utmoft Attention as he 
fleeps.

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The Story is, this. Endymion^ who was 
a peciiliar Favowrifcof the Moon, ^ai the 
Son of Mthlius^ and Grandlbn ot Jupiter^ 
who took him up into Heaven, where he 
attem-pted to violate the Cbaftity of y«*(>, u- 
TOn which Jupiter caft him into a perpetual 
Sleep : Diana hid him fronji th^ Sigat of Ju- 
pitevy in a Cave on Mount LatmoSy where (he 
liid fifty Dattghters by him, and amongft o- 
ehers a Son, calkd A^.tolus^ from whom th^ 
Gountiy of Hyantbis took the Nanve of jE- 
tolia^ 

ENDTTVilON^ in ideality, was a good and 
juft Kirtg of EHSi and an Aftronomer, who 
ftudy'd tne Motions of the Moony and for that 
Reafoli would frequffitly pafs whole Nights 
in the moft retir'd Places, in order to make his 
GMerVations on her without Interruption. 

Oil another Part of the Gieling is a fine Fi- 
gure of Saninus^ or Sle^p, with his Attendants. 
- Ifi the- Border arfc four Landfcapes, and four 
Boys,with Baiirkets of Flowers, intermixed witll 
Poppies. 

The Bed is of Crimfbn Velvet, lac'd with 
GoTd, aikl adom*d with white Plumes of Fea- 
thers on the Top. There are likewile in this 
Room eight Silver Sconces chas'd, with the 
Judj;mentof Solomon upon them 5 d fine blkck 
and Gold India Screen^ a large Pier Glafs, or- 
namented with Glafs; that is cut and ting'd 
withblue5aMarbleTable,arid twogilt Standsr 
And in one 0)rner, an eight-Day Clock i^a 
Walnut-tree Cale.

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Over the Doors are fine Flower^Picces by 
Baptifi. 

The Cielins is painted by Verrioy the Sub- 
jeft, Mars and Venus. Mars is fleeping in 
Fienus^z Lap 5 feveral Cupids are ftealing away 
his Armour ^ fbme his Coat^ others his ohiela^ 
Helmet^ Sword and Spear ^ while others arf 
binding him about the Legs and Arms with 
Fetters of Rofes* The Borderis embellilh'd with 
Jeflamin, Orange Tre^s in Pots, and icveral 
Sorts of Birds. 

The Room is about twelve Feet long, and 
fix wide 'y and in ft are two Windows, wiA 
rich Window Curtains, a neat Table between 
them, on which ftands a Clock 5 and on the 
right Hand is a curious Weather-Glafs. The 
Hangings areof Straw-colour'd India Damask^ 
the Chair^ and Screen are of the fame.

CHARLES LB BRUN wai bom at Paris^ 

in ttfio, and came into the World with all 

the happy Difpofition* requifite to fomi a great 

Mailer. 
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Mafter. He began his Studies under the Di- 
refiion of Simcn Vouet^ and finiAi*d them at 
JRcme^ by the Indulgence of MonSeur thd 
Chancellor Seguter^ who firft took Kotice of 
him, by ieeing him ohc Day with his Father, 
who was a common Car vcr,that was employed 
in the Gardens of the Hotel Segurer^ arid fre- 
quently brought his Son with him, in order 
to make him copy ibme Dcfigns after him. 
Monficur Seguiery one Day walking in his 
Gardens, law the Lad Dejsgnlng^ and oblcrv*d 
that he did it in a very pretty Tafte, and with 
fuch Eale, for one of his Tears, as gave juft 
Hopes of a rifing Genius, he recommended 
him therefore to youet^ who was at that time 
paintinc the Library of the Hotel Seguier. 

LE BRUN, when but fifteen Tears of Age, 
^rcw two Pifturcs, that I'urpriz'd the Paint- 
ers of thol« Times: The firft was the Portrait 
of his Grandfather 5 and the other was a Re- 
prelentation of Hercules knocking down Dia^ 
medes^s Horfts. The Chancellor Seguier^ 
Jbmc I'ime after, perceiving by Le Brun'% 
Ambition to learai, and the Progrefs he had 
made in his Art, that he was well cjualify'd 
for travelling, fent him into ItaJy^ m 1^39, 
where for three Tears fucceflivcly he allow'd 
him a very handfome Penfion. 

The firft Teftimonies of his more than com- 
mon Abilities, after his Return Home, were 
the Prize Pihurts^ which he painted two 
Tears together for the Church of Hat re Dame. 

The 
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The firft Tfcar he painted the Martyrdom of 
St. Peter 5 and the fccond, that of St. Ste- 
phen. 

His Reputation was now fb well efl-ablifh'd, 
that yioxmcxxv FoucquetySuperintendant of the 
Finances^ employ 'd him to paint his fineHoufe 
at Faux le Vicomte^^vA in order to engage him 
wholly in his Service, not only paia him for 
his Work, but allow'd him a Pennon of twelve 
Thousand Livrcs a Year befides. 

After Mr. Foitcquet fell into Difgrace, his 
Pencil had obtain'd fuch a CharaSer, that 
the King, on the Recommendation of Monfieur 
Colbert y made him his principal Painter, and 
ennobled him, and honoured him with the 
Order of St. Michael. 

His Genius was lively, penetrating, ande- 
^ual to whatever he undertook. His Inven- 
tion was eafy, and his Talent univerfal. Land- 
fcapes only excepted. His Q)louring, indeed 
was not fo mucn admir'd 5 nor was the Di- 
ilribution of his Lights and Shadows fb art- 
ful, as could have been wifh'd 5 but his Taftc 
for Defi^ning, his fine Choice of Attitudes, 
the agreeable Manner in which hedifpos'd his 
Draperies, the Juftnefs of his Expreffion, 
and, in a Werd, his flrift Regard for the De- 
corum, mufl ever be approv'd of, and be ad- 
mir'd by the nicefl Judges. 

His capital Works arc the Ceilings of the 
Gallery, and grand Stair-Cafe of l^rfailles 5 
and his large Pieces contain the Hiflory of A^ 
lexander tit Great : The Tapeflry at Hamp- 
ton 
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ton Courts and the Prints likewife which arc 
done from them, arc fufficient of thcnkelves 
to render his Kame immortal. 

He feem'd to have a peculiar Regard for 
the Roman School^ in point of Defign, but as 
t^ Style and Tafte, he inclin'd to imitate th^t 
of Bolcgna^ and particularly follow*d the 
Manner of that great Matter AnmbaleCaraccu 

LE BRUN publilh'd two Diflertatiors j 
one of Phyjiognomy^ and the other of the Pal- 
fions. He procur'd leveral very valuable Ad- 
vantages for the Royal Academy of Painting 
and Sculpture^ in Paris -^ laid the Plan of a 
new One for the Students <rf his own Nation 
in Rome 5 and there was nothing of any Im- 
portance done for the Advancement of tne li- 
beral Arts, before Le Brun was confulted. .. 

He was conftitutcd Superintendant of tHc 
Manufactures, at the Gobelines: And having 
govem'd, fi)r feveral Years, all the King's Ar- 
tificers there, like the Father of a Family, he 
died among them, univerlally belov*d, and 
much lamented, in the feventieth Year of his 
Age, in his Lodgings at the Gobelines y in the 
Year 16^0, His Tomb is in a Chapel, which 
he purchased in the Church of St. Ktcholasdu 
Cbardonnety where there is a magnificent 
Maufoleum erefted to his Memory, by his 
Widow. 

The fine Pieces of Tapeftry wc are now 
fpeaking of, arc not dilpos'd m the Gallery 
according to the Rules oiChronology, but ac- 
cording to the Uniformity of their Sizes f for 

ibme 
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fome of \hc kft Aftions of JlexanJer^s Life 
ftand firfL There arc leven diftinfl Hiftories 
therein repreicnted, of which weihall takeduc 
Notice in their proper Places. 

There have been many Prints of theft fin^ 
Pieces of Tapeftry J)ubliili'd by very good 
Hands^ but the moft curious are tholc,engrav'd 
by Gerard Audran^ of which there were but 
a few Sets work'd off, and the Cx)pper Plates 
were afterwards gilt with Gold, and lodg'J 
in the French King's Clofet, What Sets arc 
now to be had, lell at a very extravagant 
Price. 

We fhall hereamuft our Readers with the 
Charafter of Alexander y cxtrailed from Frein- 
Jhemius. 

ALEXANDER improv'd fo much under 
the wift Direftions of his great Mailer Artffo- 
tle^ that he was enabled thereby to put in 
Execution the great Things which he af- 
terwards undertook. In his younger Years, 
however, Leonidas^ a Relation of his Mother 
OlympiaSy and Lyjimacbus of Arcanansa were 
his Governors and Pracceptors. A Phyfician- 
liVewile, whofe Name was hbi/tfi^ was plac'd 
near him, and a N urfe, one Hellanica^ «(as found 
out for him, who was both temperate and dil- 
erect. She was the Daughter of DropiSy and 
of one of the bcft Families in all Macedon. 

This Care in his Education had lb good au 
Eifirft, that, even whilfta Child, he gave large 

F Pro 
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Promilf s of being that great Prince, which af- 
terwards he appeared to be. He was reinark- 
abJein his Infancy for an extraordinary Strength" 
of Body, and hedilcover'd betimes an Hero- 
ick Genius, far beyond what could be realbn- 
ably ejcpefted at his Age. Tho' he was agree- 
able and handibme, yet he delpis'd air Orna- 
ments' made ufe uf to fet oft his Perlbn, iky- 
ing. That the Care of fuch Trifles belonged on- 
ly to Pllmetiy who could gain Efteem by no great- 
er Advantages-^ but that he Jhould think htm-^ 
felf kandfome enough^ fo he was but po£'efs'd of 
Virtue, 

His Limbs were well proportioned, and his 
Joints well knit and ftrongj and as he was 
but of a moderate Stature, he was much ftron- 
gcr than he leem'd to be. He had a white 
Skin, tho' his Cheeks and Breaft were flain'd 
with an agreeable Red. His Hair was of a 
Gold Colour, and fell, down in Ringlets 5 his 
Kole was aquiline, and what was Ibmewhat 
particular, his Eyes were of different Colours; 
the Left being blue, and the Right of a per- 
feft black. There was in them however iUch 
a lecret Virtue, that no one could behold him 
without Fear and Veneration. Hf was id ve- 
ry aftive and nimble, that he would frequent- 
ly runfoi^a Prize with the (wifteft abruthim. 
Hcendur'd Fatigue with a Patience that was 
almoft incredible ; and often-tinies, by the 
Praflice of this Virtue, he preierv'd his Ar- 
my in Times of the greateft jDiilreis. 

By 
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By his repeated Exercifes, and the natural 
Warnjth of his Conftitution, he fo purg'd off 
all bad Humours, that not only his Breath, 
but his Bodv diffus'd Inch an agreeable Odour, 
as even perrum'd his Cloaths : And there are 
ibme who imagine, that his too great Aflfec- 
tion for Wine, and his exceflive Indulgence of 
his. other Pa flions were principally owing to 
this Heat of Blood. 

In the Time of ^lintus Curtius there were 
Piflure."^ and Statues of him to be fecn, of the 
moft excellent Workmanfhip 5 for that his 
Perlbn might not fuf&r under the Hands of 
any unskilful Painters or Sculptors, he pul>- 
lickly declared, that whoever prelum'd cither 
to paint his Pi^ure, or carve his Buft, with- 
out his free Permiffion, fhould feel the Weight 
of his Refemmcnt. 

Tho' there were leveral good Workmen at 
that Time, yet Apelles was Ui't only Man that 
h^id his Confent, and painted his Pifture to 
plea{e him 5 >' y r goto lei ^rdiV^ 6, him on preci- 
ous Stones, and Lydppus aud Pdycletus rcpre- 
icnted him on Medals. 

His Governor, Leoniuas^ being apt to walk 
too faft, Alexander caught the lmperfe£lion 
from him, and was never able to correal that 
confirmed Habit afterwards. It muft be al- 
lowed indeed, that the Force of Education 
is very prevalent, but it is moft probable, that 
this was to be imputed to this Prince's natural 
Temper, rather than to the Example of his 
Tutor j for It is in ibne M^afurc requifite, 

F 2 that 
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that the Motions of the Body fhould foHow 
the impetuous Ardour of the Spirits^ But 
his Succeflbrs were io fer from reckoning this 
Impetuofity as an Imrerfeftion, that they 
were fond of imitatinjo; nim in it, as they did 
likewiie in his wry Keck, his ftedfaft Look, 
and elevated Voice, tho' they were incapable 
«»f imitariag him in his Cx)urage and Virtue, 
'f iiere were many of them in Pacl, whole long 
J^tvcs had nothing in them comparable to his 
Childhood. 

He never faid any Thing that was mean ; 
but all his \yords and Aftions furpai's'd his 
Fortune : For tho' he was fond of Applaufr, 
yet he was ambitious of having it proceed 
from fuch Things as were the moft laudable. 
Praife arifing from mean Things, in his Opi- 
nion, was inglorious, and he always lbok*d 
upon a Viftory as the more valuable, the more 
the Enemy he vanquifh*d was valu'd arid ef^ 
tcem'd. For whicn Reafon, when he was 

Sefs'dby fome Friends to enter himfelf among 
c G)mpetitors at the Olympick Games, and 
told, that by his Dexterity and Aiddrefs he 
might gain the Efteem of all Greece t, he an- 
fwer'd. Had I Kings to contend witby I would 
hearken to your Propofals. 

Whenever his Father Philip either gain'd 
any remarkable Viflory, or took a Fort of a- 
ny Importance, he couIJ not forbear (hewing 
ibme Concern for his Succeis, as thinking that 
hf^ Father would leave nothing for him to do^ 
when he was able to bear Arms. He look'd 

upon 
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upon all his Fathcr^s Acquifitions as Diminu- 
tions of his Glory, and the Love of fame was 
his darling Paflion. 

Tho' Nature reauires Reft Ibmetimcs, yet 
he indulg'd himJeJf that Way as little as 
poflible. 

If any thing of Importance happen'd, that 
demanded a more than ordinary Attention, 
he would ufe Arts to prevent his ilceping, 
tho' it was never io late. And for that i<ea- 
fon, when in Bed, he would hold a filver 
Ball in his Hand over a Baion, that rheNoilc 
^ of it, when it fell, mi^ht immediately awake 
hi»'n. 

I^rom his Infancy he had a religious Regard 
for tije Gods, and gave early Teftimonies of 
his uncommon Courage and enterprizing Ge- 
nius. As foon as his Mind was fit for ierious 
Studies, j^r/^^//^ was lent for, andconftantly at- 
tended him,'till, upon the Death of his Father, 
he came to the Crown, and undertook an Ex- 
pedition into ^Jia ^ during whichTime, he 
learnt every Thing that ib great a Mafter, 'dnd 
ib famous a Philoiopher, could poflibJy teach 
him. 

He ftudy'd the Art of Elocution likewife, 
under Jnaximenes of Lampfacitm^ which 
preferv'd that City, when he had determin'd 
to demoliih it for having iided with the ^err 

ALEXANDER fhew'd a. greater Venera- 
tion for the Works of Horner^ than for all the 
Monuments of Antiquity, and was of Qpini* 

F'3 on 
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on that no One had defcrib'd that political 
Wildom by which Governments iuDfift, to 
that Perfection that he had. He carry'd his 
"Works always about him, and when a-bed, 
he lavdThat, and his Sword together under his 
Pillow, calling them his Military Art^ and 
tie beft Pravijion for the PVar. He cnvy'd 
Jchillei for having lb divine a Poet to cele- 
brate his Virtues. 

We come now to amufc our Readers with a 
iliccinft Account of thole particular Anions 
which are io beautifully delineated on the fe- 
veral Pieces of Tapeftry, which render this 
Gallery io juftly the Olyeft of ^miration, 
and ftrike the Eye witn fuch an agreeable 
Surprife. 

The First Story, in order of Time, 
tlio' the third in point of Pofition, is that of 
Alexander and his Horle Bucephalus^ 

' He fticw'd his undaunted Courage as well 
as extraordinary Dexterity, to the Afloniftx- 
raent of his Father, and every one elfe, in his 
Management of the Horfe Buchephalus^ 16 
callM^ becaule he was mark'd witn an Ox's 
Head. Tho' TheJJaly was in great Reputation 
for its Horfes, yet Bucephalus was itronger, 
and 'more beautiful than all theJleft^ for 
which Reafon, Philonicus of Pharfaliay think- 
ing him fit only for a great Prince, brought 
him to Philips and offer d to lell hfm for fix- 
teen X^lents 3 but upon Tryal, in an open 

(. . Field, 
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Field, not one among the King's beft Equer- 
ries, or any of his Retinue could manage nim^ 
he role with fuch Fury, that he threw every 
one that attempted (o mount him, lb that they 
look'd upon nim with an Eye of Consrmpt, 
at a Horle that was untraflable and uieleis. 
"Whereupon Alexander laid with Ibme Con- 
cern, fVhat a fine Harfe tbefe People lofe^ thro^ 
their Ignorance and Want of Courage! Havinjg 
repeated this Expreflion feveral Times, his 
Father reprimanded him for finding Fault with 
the beft and moft experienced Horlemen, and 
talking as if he imagined, that he could ma- 
nage luch an ungovernable Creature better 
than they : Alexander upon this, offer 'd to 
make the Attempt, with his Father's Permit- 
fion. But, {i\di r'hUlpy What will you forfeit y 
if you cannot accomplijh what you pretend to f 
The Price of the Horfe^ faid Alexander. At 
this every one finil'd, and it was agreed una- 
nimoufly, that in Cafe he won^ his Father JhouJd 

, P^y f^^ ^^^ ^^r/^5 ^f ^^^ hejhould depofite 
the money himfelf 

Upon this, Alexander^ laying hold of the 
Horle's Bridle, turn'd him towards the Sun, 
in fuch a Manner, that his Shadow Ihould not 
ftartle him j for he had obfcrv'd, that the 
Sight of it made him more untrafbible : But 
finding him ftill hot and fiery, he gently 
ftrok'd him, and laying hold of a favourable 
Opportunity, leaped at once upon his Back^ 
notwithftanding ne was ftill in his Fury. 
Bucephalus^ at this, unus'd to a Rider ^ flung 

his 
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his Heels and his Head about ^ and diidain- 
ing the Curb and Bridle, ran away full Spt-ed- 
He was at that Time in a Ibacious Plain, xhat 
wa» fit ior riding in : So Alexander gave him 
the Kein, fet his Spurs to his Sia<:'8, and 
made him run with ail the Vigour ^nd Fury 
that he could : Nay, when he perceiv'd that 
he began to tire, and ieem'd willing to flop, 
he ftill lpurr*d him on till he was quite Ipent, 
and having thus tam'd him, he brought him 
back to his Father,as gentle as could be wiih'd, 
and very fit for future Service. 

VHILr\ upon Alexander^ % difmounting; 
embraced him, and with Tears of Joy cried 
out, Macedcnia will be too narrow an Empire 
for this great Spirit. 

BUCEPHALUS tho' thus tam*d by Alex- 
ander^ maintain'd his Original Fiercenefs, and 
would fubmit to nobody elfe. And after 
he had lerv*d him in ieveral fuccelsful En- 
gagements, and help'd him out of many Dan- 
gers, he was kilPd at laft in a Battle againft 
for us. 

The greateft Artifts have thought this Sto- 
ry a Subjeft worthy of their Pencils, and ca- 
pable of tranfinitting their Names to latcft Poftc- 
ri ty . There are two Statues of Alexander taming 
this Bucephalus^ which were carv'd Cy Prax* 
ittles and Phidias^ as a Piece of RivalAiip; 
and a Difpl^y of their utmoft Art. 

The 
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The Second Story is the Vifit of Alex- 

ander to Diogenes. 

The next Part of Alexander^ Story, inOr- 
rier of Tjme, is in that Piece of the Tapeftry 
which is over the Chimney, where 'he ii repre- 
lented as paying a Vifit to Dio^enes^ the Cy- 
nkk Philoiopher, who had made Choice of a 
voluntary Poverty, and preferred Liberty and 
Retiremrnt from the Wgrld to all other fub- 
lunary Enjoyments. 

At that Time he JivM in the Craneunty 
which was the Suburb of Corinth^ and where 
there was a Iblitary Grove of Cyprds. Alex- 
ander^ having the Curiofity to lee him, went 
to this Recei's, where he found him walking, 
and affur'd him, let him ask for whatever Fa- 
vours he thought proper, that they Aiould im- 
mediately be granted nim. 

The Philoiopher then requefted Alexander 
to ftand a little on one Side, that he might 
not keep the Sun from him, which was a more 
valuable Blefiing than any other he could pof- 
fibly confer on him. 

The King was I9 agreeably furpris'd at this 
uuexpefted Anfwer of Diogenes^ (whom he 
found he had it not in his Power, even in the 
Height of his good Fortune 'to oblige^ that 
he declar'd, If he was not Alexander, be could 
w'lP-i to be. Diogenes. 

Th is Prince's Grcatnefs of Soul, which made 
him view, as from an Eminence, moftof thofe 

Things 
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Things which attraft the Generality of Man- 
l^ind, and make them run headlong, as it 
were, into unavoidable Deftruftion, had not 
fo much undeceiv'd him, but that, blinded 
with Ambition, and an mfatiable Thirft alter 
Glory, he could not fee how much happier it 
was to want no^-hing^, than to be poiTeis'ci of all 
the Superfluities that the World could poffi- 
bly afford him. 

• 

The Th I r d Story is the Paflagcof J/eX' 
andcr over the Granicus. 

When Alexander came with hi« Army into 
the Plains of Airaftea^ through whicn the 
Granicus ran with great Rapidity, a Party of 
thofc who were icnt before, witli Hegehctms^ 
to reconnoitre the Enemy, brought Word, that 
the Perfians were drawn up in Battalia on the 
other Side of the River. Whereupon he halt- 
ed for Ibmc Time, and call'd all his Generals 
together, to confult with them about his Paf- 
fegc over the River. Moll of them were of O- 
pinion, that it was a raAi and impra£licable 
Attempt to Item the Current of that River, 
in full View of to many thoufand Horfe and 
Foot, that were drawn up on the other Side j 
efpecially at the Bank itfelf was very fteep, 
and of diflficult Accejs. 

Others fuggeft^d, that it was then the Month 
Dejius^ (anfwering to our ^une) which the 
Macedonians were too fenfible was very fatal to 
themt 

Tho' 
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Tho' JLEXANDER, regarded not the Dan- 
rr, yet he did not defpifc the Superftition, al 
ieknew very well what Force a Scruple of Re-^- 
lijgion always had over the narrow Conceptions 
of the Vulgar. He order 'd therefore, that 
this dangerous Month /hould be call'd Jrte^ 
mifius^ which was the Name of the preceding 
Months And, the better to compole the Mindl 
of thole who wereaiarm'd at tkis Alteration, 
he caus'd Ariftander^ who was appointed to 
fnake Oblations for their fafe Parfage, to be 
lecretly inftrufted to write with an artificial 
Ink, oil that Hand which was to receive the 
Entrails, and to invert the Charafters, ib that 
the Liver when impos'd upon xty might at- 
traft the fame, by its Heat, and exprefs the 
Words in a proper Manner 5 which were. That 
the Gods had g wen the Viefory to Alexander. 

This Miracle beinj^ artfully fpread abroad,* 
infpir'd every one with fuch mighty Hopes, 
that they unanimoufly declared, in loud Accla- 
mations, That after fuch Tokens of the Favour 
of Heaven^ there was no Room to doubt of the 
dejir^d Suecefs. 

Parmenhy however, endeavour'd* to prevail 
on the King to ftay 'till the next Day, 
at leaft, before he engag'd the Enemy, becaufe 
the greateftPaft^of that Da.y was fpent'j but 
Jiexanderyth'nikihgh n^oreadvileable tdmake 
Ufc of that Difpofition of Mind which hit 
Men were at that Junfture in, led them on forth- 
with 5 and laid to Parmenhy by way of Rail- 
lery, That the Helefpont would have Reafon 

to 
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to hlujh^ Jhould they boj^gh at pnfjing a Brook^ 
after they had conquer d the Dijpculties rftht 
stber Fajfage. 

Tbc AJng had fcarcc pafs'd through the 
Violence of the Stream with thirteen Troops 
of Horle, but he was on all Sides prefs'd by the 
Perfian Cavalry, before he could either get 
firm Fbotinc on the Shore* or make good the 
Ranks4Jbathad been dilbrder'd in the Paflage,; 
Arjite^y^ho was Governor of ^Ary^//2, having 
openly declared, that he would not luficr the 
leaft Hutt to be demoliftiM, if he could pre- 
Te»t it, and th« Reft having coiKurr'd with 
his Sentiments, they pofted themfclves t- 
long the River Grankus^ to the Number of a- 
bout an hundred Thouland Foot, and twenty 
Thouland Horie, making ufeof the Riveras 
a Fortification, and intending, as it were, to 
bar that Door of Afia againft Alexander. 

As loon as the Perjtans knew of his Arrival, 
they difpos'd their Cavalry (in which their 
num Strength confifted) in fuch a Manner,that 
Memnony with his Sons^ and Arfanes the Per- 
Jianj were oppos'd to the right A^ing of the 
Macedonians^ which the King comma^ed, as 
ParmeniohzAxht Command of the Left. 

Arjites was on the fame Side as Memnon, 
with the auxiliary Horfc of the Paphlago- 
n'tans 5 Spithridateiy the King's Son-in-Law, 
was with the Rear Guard, accompany'd by 
his Brother Rhafaces^ who was Governor of 
Lybiazvy^ lonia^ and with the Hyrcanian Horfe. 
There were two Thoufand Medes^ and as 

many 
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many Ba^rians under the Command of RheQ- 
mitbrts in the Right Wing of the Foot. The 
maiii Body was under the Command of Pbar- 
naceSy the Queen's Brother. 

Thcfe being more numerous, and having 
the Advantage of Ground, pre^'d hard upon 
AUxander^t Army, and the Fight was iharp 
on both Sides : The King was here in imminent 
Danger 5 for being remarkable by his Arm^, 
by his Intrepidity, and by the Orders he gave 
oip and down, great Numbers made it their 
principal Co^ceifn to attack him. 

In the Heat of the Aftion, a Dart which 
^was leveird at the King, ftuck fall in the 
Folds of the lower Part of his Armour, but 
did him no manner of Hurt : He was in real 
Danger, however, from Rbafaces and Sp'nbri- 
dateSy two of the moft refolute Perjian Gene- 
nerals, who bore hard upon him at the fame 
time. For having broke his Lance upon Spi-* 
tbrt dates his Breaft-Plate, Spitbidrates^s Bro- 
ther,riding up to him as he was going to draw 
his Sword, ftruck fo heavy a Blow with his 
Cymeter on his Helmet, that he picrc'd it , 
through, and touch 'd the King's Hair. As 
Part of the Helmet fell down by the Force of 
the Stroke, he wasjuft going to repeat it, and 
on that Part of his Head that lay exposM, 
when ClytuSy concerned at the King's apparent 
Danger, flew to his Afiiftance, and prevented 
him, by cutting ofFthe Sword- Arm of the Bar- 
barian: Alexander flew Spithridates at the 
fame time. 

G The 
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The FounTH SroKvis Mexander^s Vifit 
to the Mother, and Wife of Darius^ in their 
Tent, after hisfirft Defeat of that Princie. 

Alexander is here accompanied by Hephef- 
tron^ who being of much the lame Age with 
the King, and with Relpeft to his Pcrfon, 
much more beautiful, SifigambtSy the Quccn- 
Motherj miftook him for the Viflor, who 
paid him Homage after the PerJ^an Manner 5 
out ibme of her Eunuchs, convincing her of 
her Error, and Ihewing her the Kmg, fhc 
proftratcd herlelf at his Feet, and begg'd, as 
fhc had never Icen him before, that he would 
excufe her involuntary Miftake. A^hereupon, 
he is here reprefented, as railing her up with 
the utmoft Complaiiance. And pailing a 
handfbme Compliment at the lame time on 
Hephefiion^ he told her, that ihe was nor mif- 
taken ^ fince they were both Alexanders. 

The Fifth Story is his Triumphant 
Entry into Babylon. 

After the famous Battle of Arbela^ where- 
in Darius was totally defeated, Alexander^ 
marching towards Babylon^ was met by Ma- 
zauSy who was Governor of 'that Place, and 
yielded both himfclf and the City to his Dif^ 
pofal. Tho' the King receiv'd him gracioufly 
enough, yet he form'd his Army, which he 
headed himfelf, into a Square, commanding 
them to enter the City in the fame Order,as it 

thty 
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they were to eo upon an Engagement. The 
>V all's were filrd with Babylonians^ who were 
ambitious of beholding their new Sovereign j 
bi^t the greater Part went out to meet him : 
Amongft thelc was Bagopbanes^ Governor of 
the Caftle, and Keeper ofthe King's Treafurc, 
who was willing to appear as zealous as Ma- 
saus. 

The Road was ftrew'd with Ilowers and 
.Garlands^ and adorn/d on each Sicic with. 
Silver Altars, fill'd not only with Fjankin-. 
cmfcy but all tpanner of Pcrfair\cs. He wa.s 
fqflow'd.by the Prcfents which wercdefian'd 
fijjT th^.King^ z;/^» JUrpves of. Cattle ancl Horf- 
es^with Lyons and Leopards, enclosM in ftrong 
Cages, made for that Pur pole. Thefe were 
follow 'd by the Mas>:j who funjg Hymns after 
tljc Manner of the Country. A^"r mem came 
the Gbal^4BanSy the ^atyli^nian ProjlhcUy and 
the. Muficians with their refpeJH velnftruments, 
and- then the. Bahytpnian Cavalry^ ,TheKing 
order 'd the.. Populace to follow in the Rear 
of ithe Foot, and. being furrounded by his 
Guards, eptcrM into the City in a triumphant 
Chariof, • 

The Si-xiTii Sto.rx is Alexander!* $ iPight 

with K.1NG Perjfj. 

The Fight between this Indian Prince and 
Alexander was for a long time doubtful, the 
Macedonians Ibmctimes purfuing, and fome- 
timcs flying from the Elephants, which caused 

C 2 the 
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tl)c Battle to continue till the Sun was ahnoft 
iet 5 when at laft, they chopp'd their Legs 
with Axes, made for that particular Purpole, 
They had another Kind of Weapon bchdes 
which was crooked, and relembled a Scythe* 
wherewith they cuteff their Trunk*. 

The Elephants, enrag*d with their Wounds, 
bor<? down their own Party, and throwing 
thofe who conduced them on the Grouno, 
trampled them to Death. By this time Fear 
had fo fciz'd them, that, they were drove 
like Sheep out of the Field ot Battle j but 
Pofus^ notw'thftanding the greateft Part of 
his Peojple had fbrfaken him, be^n to ply 
thole i¥no encompafs'd him with jQarts, and 
wounded great Numbers at t Diftance, being 
himielf expos'd, Ifke a Mark, at which eviry 
one took his Aim : He had nine Woundt 
before and behind, fo that having loft a Pro-^ 
fufion of Blood, the Javelins might rather be 
faid to drop from his Arm, than oe delivered. 
The Elephant however, on which hr rode, 
not being as yet hurt, made great Havock a- 
mong the Enemy, till the Governor of it per- 
ceivi'ig the King's Limbs to fail him, put the ' 
Beaft to flight, and made the beft ofliis ^av: 
Alexander however followed him as fz&. as ne 
could, tut his" Horl'e being much wounded, 
fainted under him, and might rather be laid 
to ick him jcrentlydown, than throw him. Be- 
iiigr thus obliged to changehis Horlb, it put a 
flop to his Purfuit. 

In 
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In -the- Interim hc.fent the Brother of 7aX' 
iles^ the Indian King, to'perfuade Porus to fur- 
render 5 but, notwithftanding his Strength 
fklrdJhim, aind his Blood was exhauftcd, yet 
he rais'd himfelf up at the known Voice, and 
fiidj lam fenfible thou art the Brother of 
Xa^ilet, that Traitor of his Sovereignty and 
Kingdom. And at the lame Time caft the laft 
Dart be had left with luch Fury and Indigna- 
tion at him, that it pierc*d his Body through 
to the 3ack. Having given this laft Telti- 
qiony of his Strength, he flew fafter than be- 
fore J but having by this Time receiy'd a great 
many Wounds, was incapable of going any 
fiirther 5 io that Porus was oblig'd to ftop, an • 
with Ibme Foot, made Head againft the Ene 
my, that purfu'd him. 

Alexander being come up with him, and 
bciT^ informed of his Obftinacy, gave ftri6l 
Orders^that no Mercv fhould be mewn to thofe 
who made the Icalt Refiftance. Hereupon, 
they ply'dP(?r</j and his Men with Darts from 
every Side, till at laft, being unable to bear up 
any longer, he began to flide down from his 
Beaft. ^ The Indian^ who led the Elephant, i- 
raagining that he wanted to alight, made the 
.Beaft kneel down according to Cuftom 5 Tb: 
reft oblerving it, did the fame, by whiu. 
Means P^r//J and all his Followers became Cap- 
tives to the Conqueror . 

Alexander^ thinking Porus to be dead, com- 
manded his Men to ftrip his Body; but as 
ihey were executing his Orders, and taking 

G3 off 
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oS his Annour tnd Garmffits, the Bcaft be- 
gan to defend his Mafter, and attack the Ag- 
greflbrs 5 and taking up torus with his TruM, 
put him once more upon his Back. Upon 
which,the Elephant was prefently coyerM with 
Darts, and kill'd, and the Indian King was 
put into a Waggon ^ but Alexander y oblerTing 
him to lift up his £yeS) wasmov'd with Com- 
panion, and faid to him : ^^ What Madneft 
poffeii'd thee to try the Fortune of the War 
with me, fince thoi^ hadft heard fuch piighty 
things of me 5 efpecially when Taxiles thy 
NeighlK)ur might have been a fufficient 
Inftance of my Clemency to fuch as are pru- 
dent enough to fubmit to my Will before it 
*• is too late. 

To which Pcrus reply*d : " Since thou 
<* askeft me the Queltion, I will tell thee 
without the leaft Kelerye. I thought No 
body ib ftrong as mylelf 5 for I knew my 
own Power, but had not as yet experienced 
'* thine. From the Event of this Engage- 
** ment I amconvinc'd that thou art thegreat- 
*♦ er Prince of the two, and I think it no 
** fmall Happinefs to hold the next Rank to 
«* thee. 

Being ask*d again, by Alexander^ What 
Treatment he thought he defcrv'd at his 
Hands : Ufe me^ be reply* d^ as this Bay's Ac- 
tion JkaUinfpire thee ; whereby thou art fenji- 
He of the Frailty of mortal Happinefs. 

This Admonition had more Influence on 
Alexander^ than any Intreaty could have had, 

for 
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foTf coafidcring the GroLtncfs of his Mind, 
which ever was free from Fear, and no ways 
immir'd bY Adverfity, he not only took Com* 

Eiffion on nini> but us'd him with Refjpcft. 
e order*d the fame Care to be taken ot his 
Wounds, as if he had fbusht in his Service ; 
and when he was cur'd, he admitted him a- 
mongft the Number of his Friends, beyond e* 
▼ery one's Expcftatioii : And in a ihort Time 
afterwards gave him a more cxtenfive King- 
dom than his own. 

There was nothing indeed more commenda- 
ble in Alexander^ or more natural to htm, than 
an high Efteem for true Valour, and intrinfic 
Merit : He did not pay, tis true, the fame Re- 
ffard to it in hisownSubjeAs,as in an Enemy; 
Becaufe the Fame of the firft, in his Opinion, 
was a Diminution of his own, which he ima- 
gin*d received fbme Luftre from the Greatnefs 
of thole he conquer*d. 

The Seventh Story is Alexander*^ Se- 
cond Entrance into Babylon. 

The Chaldean Prophets, being fenfible oJF 
Alexander's Intention to go a lecond Time 
towards Babyl&n^ advis*a him not to en- 
ter that City» becaufe he fetout in an unlucky 
Hour, whicn portended, as they fiiid, the Dan^ 

?rer of his Life. But he contemn'd their Coun- 
el, .and refblutel^ purfu*d his intended Jour- 
ney 3 for he was inform 'd, that Ambafiuidors 

from 
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from.aB Parts of the- World were waitii^ there 
iot his Arrival. 

The Terror of his Name had fpre^ itfelf 
fb univerfally throughout the Worid, that ^4- 
the Nations leem'd to pj^y their Court to him^' 
as to one who was ordaiu'd to hf their Sove- 
reign. He therefore made all the Halle he 
could, as if he was to bold a g/meral Diet there 
of all the Nations of the Earth. 

On his Arrival at Babylcn^ he received all 
the EmbaiTadors in the mofl courteous Man* 
neri and fent them Home. About this Time 
one Medius^ a Native of Tbijpilyi gave g 
fplendid Entertainment, to which the K.icig 
ajid all his Priends were invited* Here, as he 
was drinking off Hercules*^ Cup, he fi^ve a 
Groan, like one that had been run through 
the Sody 5 and being carried from the Enter- 
^innKnt half 4^> ^^ in the utmofl: Torr 
ment, he call'd for a Sword to put an End t^ 
his intolerable Pains. 

His Friends gave out, that Excefs of Drink- 
ing was the Caufe of his lllnefs, but in Rea* 
lity it was a Plot asainft his Life, the Infamy 
of which was ftiflea by the great Power of liis 
SuccefTors. 

Under the Story of Alexander i^nd Diogenes^ 
is a very neat fiuft of a Venus in Alabafter, 
Handing upon an oval I^oking-Glais, under 
which are two Doves billing, in Alabafler 
likewife, in BaJJb Relievo, 

In this Gallery are two very fine TaKTes of 
Egyptian Marble 3 two black and Gold In- 
dian 
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dian Screens, four Scttre$, and fixtecn Stools, 
of green Dan\a$k, on giJt Frames 5 with eight 
very large Vafts of Blue and White Chtntr. 

* AH the Pieces of Tapeftry above rhention'd 
were brought from' Flanders by General Cado- 
gafiy and purchased at a common Auftion at 
a Price far inferior to their intrinfick Value. 
They were firft let up in the Order they now 
ftand, about the Beginning of the Reign of 
his late Majefty King Gporge I.

Denmafk'^ and on his txHft, the Prihcefs £/r^-. ' 
aietb his Daughter, who was afterwards Queen ' 
of Bohemia : Thele were likewife both paint- 
ed by ITan Soffier. 

Over the other Door is a beautiful whole 
Lenfijth, of that hopeful Youth, Henry Vrince 
of fVales^ eldeft Son of King James I. who 
died in the 19th Year of his Age^ amidft the 

Sablick Rejoicings which were made for the 
.eception oi the Palfgrave^- who was juft 
come over into Eftji;Iand^ in order to folemnirc 
his Nuptials with the Princeft Eltzabetb. 

M. Rapin de Thoyras^ afluresf us, that he 
was one of the moft accomplifh*d Princes that 

ever 
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ever was in all -Europe^ if the Chara£ler which 
Kiilorians have given him may be relyM on. 
For they all agree, that he was. fobcr, chafte^ 
tempera te,religious, and fuUof Honoiirand pro- 
bity. He was never heard to Twear, though 
the Example of his Father, and the whole 
Court, was but too apt to have corrupted him 
in that Rcfpeft. He took great Delight in 
the Converiation of Men of Honour^ and 
thole who were not reckon'd as fuch, were 
look'd upon with a very ill Eye at his Court. 
He had naturally a Greatneis of Mind, noble 
and gpi^r9u$ Thoiights,^ and was as- much 
dffplcas'^ with Trifles, as his Father was ibnd 
of them. 

He was naturally jgentle and aflfable ^ ,but, 
however, in his Cirrnage had a noble Statejii- 
uej^. .Tmithoutf Ai{^d^aticm, ^Kich commandeifL 
E^m aud; Rei^e£)r. |lf /k^w'd a .w-^Jike 
Gremus i^ his jKiuiqnate ronapcf* for all inar 
tijd Exerciies,. A French Embaflador,* cominff 
to. take his Leave of hitn, found him toffing 
the Pike, and asking him, pytat Service^ be 
wonld ccmmund him to his MqfierfThc Prince 
bade him tell him what he was doing ^ 

. In Ihort, to izf all in a Word, though he 
was but Eighteen Years old when he died, no 
Hijftorian.has tax'd him with any Vice. The 
KJiig, his Father, is faid to have been jealous 
of him. and to have ask 'done Day, ffhis Son 
would bury him alive? I paft over in Silence 
many Thjncs laid on this Occafion, particu- 
larly whati&ne Authors would infiimatc, that 

the 
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* the King caus'a him to be poifcn^d. In fuch 
a.Cafc, the Probfe ought to be as clear as the 
Sun, and I find in the aaoft inveterate Hifto- 
rian? againft JK.i"§ f^^^Sy only bare Sufipi- 
cions and naked G)njeftures, which probably 
were but Fruits of the blackeft Malice. O- 
thers are contented with accufing the Vilcount 
Rocbejfer of this Crime, but without any man- 
XKr of Proof. Some flight Prefumptions nuiy 
hare hclp'd to breed this Supicion, which in- 
deed was ilpread immediately after the Prince's 
Death : Wherefore his Head and Body were 
orderM to be laid open, in the Prefencc of many 
Phyficians and Surgeons, who gave their O- 

Jiiiion upon Oath, that no Marks of 
oilbn appear'd. But what reflefted moft u- 
pon the itin^, was his commanding, that no 
Perfbn fiioula appear at Ck)urt in Mourning ; 
whether he was willing to remove all melan- 
colic Objefts from his Sight, that might con- 
ftantly renew his Concern, or did not think 
proper to interrupt the Diverfions preparM for 
his Daughter's Marriage. Decency oblig'd 
him, however, to defer the Nuptials a rcw 
Weeks, as the Prince's Funeral could not be 
perform'd till the 7th of the next Month (D^- 
eember.) The Prince died on the dth of No^ 
vember^ 16 \i. 

Among the Perfons of Worth and Honour, 
who jftiar'd this Prince's Efteem, Sir Walter 
Raleigh was not the leaft confiderable, for 
whom he had fucfa a Regard^ that he would 
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fay, *^ fure no King but my Father would 
** "keep (uch a Bird in a Ca^e. 

He Kept a conftant Correipondence with that 
great Man by Letters and MelTases, and often, 
though unluccelsfully, fblicitednis Father for 
his Liberty. 

In the Prince's laft Illnefi, the Queen fentto 
Sir fi^alter Ra/ei^h for fome of his Cordial, 
which /he her(cl^ had talcen in a Fever, fome 
Timt before, with remarkable Succefs. Ra^ 
leigh lent it, together with a Letter to the 
Queen, wherein he exprefs'd a tender Concern 
for the Prince \ and, boafting of his Medicine, 
ftumbled unhickily upon an txpreiBon to thit 
Purpofe J That it would certainly cure bim^or 
any other y of a Fever ^ except in Cafes of P(d^ 

The Prince dying, though he took the Me- 
dicine, the Queen, m the Agony of her Grief, 
ihew'd Raieigh\ Letter, and laid fo much 
Weight on the Expreffion about Poifon, that, 
to her Dying-Day, ftie could not be perfuaded, 
but that ner beloved Son had foul rlayihewn 
him. 

If this be true, might not there be a Strefs 
too confidently laid on this Medicine, in fup- 
pofing, that nothing but Poifon could refift the 
Fowerof it? and perhap.% there was fome Inad- 
vertency ill ftarting fucn a Sufpicion in a fond 
Mother. 

TheCciling of this Bed-chamber was paint- 
ed by the late Sir James Tbornbill. The Subjeft 
is, Aurora ti&ng out of the Ocean in her golden 

Chariot, 
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Chariot, drawn by four White Horfes, In tlie 
Cornice are four Pourtraits, one oh every Side. 

His 
preient Majefty. III. Her late Majefty Queen 
Caroline. IV. His Royal Highnels the Prince 
of Wales, 

In this Chamber there is likewife a fine Bed 
of Crimlbn Damask, two Indian Sconces, and 
a Glals Luftre with Silver Nozzles.

The Ceiling here was painted by Signior 
Verrio^ in the Middle of which, is tne Figure 
of the late Queen Anne^ * reprelenting Juftice, 
with the Scales in one Hand,and the Sword in 
the other : She is. dreft in a purple Robe, lin'd 
with Ermine 5 and Neptune and Britannia arc 
holding a Crown over her Head. 

On tne Sides of the Room are leveral other 
Paintings of Verrio^ reprelenting the Britijb 
Fleet ^ Prince George of Denmark pointing to 
it 5 and the four Parts of the World Ihewn by 
four Figures j but thelc were thought io bad- 
ly executed, that they are now quite concealed, 
and covered over with green Damask Hang- 
ings, upon which arc plac'd nine Piftnres, 
three on each Side the Length of the Room , 
and three at the End j theie Pieces were for- 
merly all in one, and of a prodigious Lencjth, 
as may be dilccrn'd by fomc Parts of the Fi -

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guresjwhich have been cut afunderj and £bmc 
jnone Place, and lome in another. The Whole 
is a "^rriumph of Julius C/sfar^ confifting of 
a Jong Proceilion of Soldiers, Pr lefts. Offi- 
cers of State, Sfr. at the End of which, that 
Emperor appears in his triumphant Chariot, 
with Viftory over his Head, crowning him 
with Laurel. 

It is painted in Water-Colours upon Canvas, 
by Andrea Mantegna^ who was a JDifciple of 
J acobo Squarcionc, 

With Relpedl to this Painter, Mr, Graham 
affures us, that he was very correft in his De- 
j/?g^«j,curious in forejhorteninglkis rigures,well 
skilj'd in Perfpe^tive^ and familiarly acquain- 
ted with the AntiquitkSy by his conftant Ap- 
Elication to the Statu eSy BaJJo Relievo^ s^ fiTr. 
[is Negleft, however, of (ealbning his Studies 
after the AntiquCy with the. living Beauties of 
Nature y has made his Pencil Ibmewhat hard, 
and dry : His Drapery likewiic is for the 
moft part too ftifF, according to the Mode of 
thofe Times, and too perplex'd with littlt 
Folds. 

He was fevcral Times employed by Pcpi 
Innocent theEighth,andby other rrinces of toe 
higkeft DiftinSion: But the verybeftof.all 
his Works is this Triumph of Julius Cafar^ 
iiyt which he receiv'd the Honour of Knight* 
hood, from the Marquils Ludovico GonzagA 
of Mantua. 

He was one of the firft that praftis'd the 
Art of Engraving in Italy ^ which was then 

but 
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hut lately found out by one Ma/o Finiguerra^ 
a Goldimith of Florence, 
He died in the Year 1517.

The Third 
the Marchionefs oF Brunfwicl^ their Daugh- 
ter. The Fourth the Datchcl's of Lcn.Xy and 
the Laft, the Q^ieen of ^'cci-s. 

The Canopy of State is here very rich ; as 
arc alfb the Tapeftry Hangings, the Story of 
which is the Children of -Ur^e} carrying the 
twelve Stones to the River jordan^ as related 
in the 4th Chapter of the Book of Jojhua. 

Hans Holbetn^ born at Eafil in Switzerland^ 
in the Year 1498, was educated under his Fa- 
ther^ by whole Afliftance, and his own In- 
duftry and Application, he made a Ipeedy Pro- 
grefs in the Art of Painting, and acquired 
luch a Reputation by his Piece,entitled DeatV^ 
Danccy which was hung up in the Town-hall 
of Bafil^ that the celebrated Erafmus^ after 
he had obliged him to draw his Pifture, fcnt 
him with it into England^ and gave kirn Let- 
ters of Recommendation to Sir Thomas Moore^ 
then Lord Htgh-Chancellofy who entertain'd 

H 2 him 
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him with all. the Refpcft imaginaMc, andi cm- " 
p)f yM him in making not only the J'crtrait 
of himiclf, but all his Family j the Sight of 
which ib charm'd King Henry Vlll. that he 
took him dircfHy into his Service, and by the 
many fignal Teftimoiiies which he gave him 
of his Royal Bounty and Benevolence, made 
him higlilylrefpcftcd by all the Gentry and 
Kobility throughout the Kingdom. One of 
his bell Pieces was that of the laid King and 
his Queen, fsff. at iVbittha/I -^ which with 
feveral other curious Portraits^ feme as big, 
and others lefs than the Life $ and as well in 
JVater-ColourSy as in Frefco arid Oil^ may chal- 
lenge a Place among thofe of the moil celebra- 
ted Italian Maflers. 

He was confpicuous likewift for his pecu* 
culiar Talent of Invention y and forming new 
Pefigns for Engravers^ Sculptor s^ Jewellers^ 
8cc. and v/as very remarkable for performing 
all his Pieces witnhis left Hand. 

Du Fre/noyy Ipeaking of the German Paint- 
ers, fays, that Albert Durer and Holbein were 
wonderfully knowing, atid had they travell'd 
into Italy^ had certainly been of the firft 
Form of Painters. For nothing can be al- 
ledg'd «;ainft them, but that they had a Go- 
tbique Tafte. As for Holbein^ continues he, 
he perform 'd even better than i?///i?^//l? 5 and 
1 have feen a Portrait of his painting, that 
might (land in Competition with moft of 77-

Here are four Piftures of the Spanijh Anna- 
da, painted by Vande Velde 5 and over the 
Chimney, a very fine one, by Van Dyck^ of the 
Lord Ejfingham Howard^ the Lord High Ad- 
miral of England. 

Wc fhall here * give our Readers a fliort 
Account of the Event of that important Enter- 
prize, extraAed from Rapin. 

Philip of Spainy ever intent upon his Pro* 
jeft pf invadiHg England ^ prcpar d in Portu- 
galy at Naples^ and in Sictly^ a Fleet, call'd 
the Invincible Armada, It confifted of an 
.Hundred and Fifty great Ships, in which 

were 
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wfrc embark *d nineteai Thoufand Men, and 
two Thouland fix Hundred and Thirty Pieces 
of Cannon. It was to have been commanded 
by the Marcjuifs De Santa CruZy but that 
Admiral dying whilfl: the Fleet was equip- 
ping, the Duke De Medina-celt was appoint- 
ed in his Room. 

On the other Hand, the Duke o^^Parmah^A 
caus'd an Army of thirty Thouland Men to 
advance towards the Coaiis of the Low-Conn- 
trJeSy and prepared a great Number of Vef- 
lels to tranfport them, in order to join the 
Spaniflf Viccty and land in England. TRc 
Projeft was to ftation the Fleet at the Mouth 
of the ThameSy to affift the Troops who were 
to march dire6lly to London, 

Queen Elizabethy who wanted not good 
Spies, having timely Notice of theft jgrcat 
Preparations, provided for the Defence or>hcr 
Kingdom with great Care and Diligence. 

She fitted out a confidcrablc Fleet, which 
however was inferior to that of Spainy both 
in the Number,and the Largencfiof the Ships» 
and gave the Command of it to Charles Lord 
Howard of Effingbanty Hijgh Admiral of 
EnglandyVffho was very expert m Sea- Affiiirs. He 
had for Vice- Admirals, Drakfy HawkinSy and 
Forbi/hefy three of the bcft Sea-Officers in the 
World. 



On 
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On thff other Hand, Henry Seymour^ fccond 
Son of the late Duke of S'omerfety lay upon 
the Coaft of Flanders^ with forty Sail, Eng^ 
lijh and Dutch^ to hinder the Prince of arma^ 
from joining the Spanijh Fleet. Moreoter^ 
Elizabeth had in England an Army of forty 
Thoufand Men, whereof three Thou fand un- 
der the Command of the Earl of Leicefler^ 
were pofted near the Thames Mouth. The 
reft were near the Qiieen's Perfoo, ready to 
march where it fliould be thought neceflary. 
Befides this, there was in each County a Boay 
of Militia well arm'd, under Leaders, who 
had Orders to join one another, as Occafion 
ftiould require. It is certain, that there arc 
no Train'd- Bands in the World more proper 
for a bold Aftion, than thofe of the Englifh: 
So in cafe the S)>aniards had landed, they 
would have met with their Match. 

The Sea-Ports were fortify'd,as much as the 
Time would permit, and Signals were every 
where appointed,to fhcw the Places where the 
Troops were to march. In fliort, it was re- 
Iblv'd, that if the Spaniards made a Defcent, 
the Country round about them fhould be laid 
wafte, that they might have iipthing to fub- 
fift upon but what they brought from the 
Fleet. 

This was the Courfc taken by Francis I. in 
Provence di^zxfA Charles V. witn Succefs that 
anfwer'd his Expeftations. Thelc Meafures 

being

being taken, the Enemy was expefled with 
uncommon Alacrity, though it Aiould feem 
that on fuch an Occafion every one would 
have been in the utmoft Confternation ^ efpe- 
cially, as the Qiieen of England had no Ally 
to affift her, and had great Difficulties to 
ftruggle with, which however ihc bore with 
a Maiculinc Spirit, and bctray'd no Signs of 
Fear, notwithflanding the dangerous Situation 
iliewasin. 

The Duke de Medina-celt fail'd out of the 
Tag us with the ln7:inc'ible Armada^ on the ^d 
of '^une^ 1 588, and fteer*d his Courfc towards 
the North. Within a few Days a Storm ari- 
fin£^, ib difpers'd his Ships, that they could 
not rejoin tiii they came to the Groyne. This 
Accident occafion'd a Report over Europe^ 
that the Spanifh Fleet was entirely deftroy'd. 
Waifingham himfelf, Secretary ofState, thought 
his Intelligence Ho certain, that he wrote to the 
Lord Admiral Howard^ to fend home four of 
thf largeft Ships, there being no farther Dan- 
ger this Year. But the Admiral anfwerM, 
he could not think of parting with the four 
Ships, though he fhould be oblig'd to keep 
them at his own Charge, till he had more cer- 
tain Advice. The better to know the Truth, 
he fail'd with all his Fleet towards Spain^ 
with Defign to complete the Deftruftion of the 
Enemy's Armada^ which was reprefented to 
him as dilabled : But when he approach'd 
Spain^ he heard the Fleet had not fuffer'd 

fo 
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fb much Damage as was reported. At the 
lame Time, the Wind changing to the South, 
he fail'd back to his vi'tation at the Mouth of 
the Channel, for fear, with the lame Wind, 
the Enemy's Fleet Ihould advance towards 
England. 

But it was the twelfth of July before the 
Spaniards departed from the Groyne^ a nd two 
Days after, the Duke de Med'tna-celi lent a 
"Yacht to notify the lame to the Duke of / ar- 
may that he might be_ready to join him. The 
19th, the Spantjh Fleet enter'd the Channel, 
and the 2Cth, appeared in Sight of the Englijh^ 
who let it pafs, in order to rollow it before the 
Wind, 

Wkilft the Spaniards were in the Channel, 
the Englijh kept^clole to them, and even took 
ibme of their Ships. Of this Number was a 
Galeon, commanded by Don Pedro de Faldis^ 
which was lent to Dartmouth^ and a Ship of 
Bifcayy in which was the King's Treafure^ out 
the Spaniards had taken out the Money, bc- 
caule Ihe had been fir'd. 

On the i^d of July ^ the Wind being in the 
North, the Duke^^ Medina-celt Hood towards 
the Englijh Fleet. There was that Day a 
iharp Engagement, wherein the Spaniards^ 
though mucn fuperior in Number of Ships, 
obtam'd no Advantage, The Unweildincli 
of their Ships, and the Agility of the Enz^ 

Itjh, 
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///&, tnade it cafy for thefe laft to ftand off or 
on, as they faw fit, and fo to balance the Supe- 
riority of their Enemies. The Try ii the Spa- 
niards made, on this Occasion, of the Englijh 
Valovr and Skill in Sea- Engagements, b^an, 
doubtleis, to give them quite another Notion 
©f their Enterprise, from what they had hither- 
to conceiv'd. 

In the mean while, the Duke de Medina- 
celt lent daily Meflengers to prefs the Duke of 
Parma to put to Sea with nis Army. But 
that was not praflicable, by realbn of the 
Englip)2ixyA Dutch Ships, being polled advanta- 
gioufly to hinder the Junftion. It was neceffary 
ior the Spaniards to approach the Coaft of 
FlanderSy to compel them to retire. But the 
27th, in the Evening, they were no farther 
off then Calai 5y "where they came to an Anchor, 
being ftill follow'd by tnc Englijb^ who lay 
withm Shot. Here the Englifh Fleet waa 
join*d by a good K umber of Ships, not only 
of the Queen's, but divers private Perfoiis, 
who had fitted out feveral at their own Ex- 

Cce. And now the Fleet confifted of an 
idred and forty Ships of Watj^ f mall indeed 
in G)mparifon of the Spamfh^ but however 
with the Advantage of moving more eafily, 
and retiring into the Ports of England inCale 
of Neceffity. The Duke of larma^ who 
was to fail fi-om Dunkirk aad Newport^ was 
ftiH eameftly iblicited by the Duke de Medi- 
na-s^i to put to Sea, and make a Deicent in 

Eng- 
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Ettglandy as it had bceii rclblv'd. But, be- 
fides that the Ships which expcflcd him were 
aot yet withdrawn, notwithftanding the Neigh- 
bourhood of the Spamfh Armaia^ many of 
Jiis Mariners had deferted, and his Fleet was 
ill provided with Viftuals. In ftiort, he 
could not, or would not embark. 

"Whilft the Spaniards lay before Calais^ 
the Englijb Admiral lent, in the Night, eight 
lire-Ships among their Fleet. This Sight 
ftruck them with fuch a Terror, that inftant- 
ly cutting their Cables, they put to Sea to a- 
void impending Danger. In this Confufion 
the Admiral-Galeaft, commanded by Hugo de 
Moncada^ having loft her Rudder, floated up 
and down till the next Day, when ftie was ta- 
ken by the EngUJh^ after a fharp Engagement, 
wherein Moncada, was flain. Though the 
Spani/h Admiral had ordered every Ship to re-; 
turn to her Station as foon as the Danger was 
paft, and made a Signal for thatPurpole, there 
were but few that endeavour 'd to obey. So the 
Flee^ remained difpers'd, ibme of the Ships 
being driven ^o the North, and others upon 
the Shallows of Flanders^ where they were in 
great Danger. They had not onlv to guard 
againft. the Sands ^ but alio againir the Eng^ 
lijhy who fi) play'd upon them with their Can- 
lidn, that feverai Spanifh Ships were that Day 
difabled, and the Galeons, call'd St Pbiiip 
and St. Matthew^ fell into the Hands of the 
Ztalanders^ 

I At 
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At laft, a North-Wcft Wind' driving the 
Dcct iipon the Coaft of Zealand^ where they 
were like to be loft, the Englijh gave over 
the Chace, for frar of being expos'd to the 
ikme Danger. Happi ly for the Spaniards^ the 
Wind turned to the South-Weft very ftafona- 
bly, and freed them from their Diftrels. But 
now, perceiving the Impoffibility of executing 
their Projeft, they refolv'd to return Home, 
by failing round Scotland ^nA Ireland^ and the 
rather, as fome of their Ships had already 
fteer'd that Courfe. 

The Englijh Admiral feeing them ftand to 
the Northward, left Part of his Fleet to have 
an Eye upon the Coaft of Flanders^ and gave 
them Chace, though at a little Diftance, till 
they were vzHcEdinbourg-Fntb. The Courfe 
they fteer'd gave Ibme Sufpicion, that they 
were furr of a Retreat in the Ports of Scot- 
land. Whereupon the Engli/h Ambaflador at 
King James*% Court, made him large Offers, 
and even fbme Promifes, which he had not 
Power to make, and which were never per - 
form'd 

In the mean Time, the Spantfh Fleet, con- 
tinuing their Courfe, fuflain'd fome farther 
Damage by contrary Winds, which caus*d ie- 
veral of their Ships to be loft on the Coaft of 
Scotland and Ireland. Seven Hundred Sol- 
diers and Mariners, whoVfcap'd to Land in 
the King of Scotlan^^ Doi^inion, were ieiit 
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to the Duke of Parma v/ith Queen E/izaietFs 
Con lent. But thofe who were /hipwreck'd in 
Ireland^ and caft afhorc, were all put to the 
Sword, or periih'd by the Hands of the Ex- 
ecutioner 5 the Lord -Deputy, by whofeOrder 
it was done, fearing they would join with the 
Rebels. 

Phii^ip II. received theNewsofthe ill Sue- 
cefs of his Fleet, with an heroic Patience. He 
had i'pent three Years in preparing this Arma- 
da^ with an incredible Expence, and, when 
he heard of the Defeat, {o contrary to his Ex- 
' pcftations, thank 'd God it was no greater. 

This is as fbmc lay 5 but it was reported by 
others, that the King being at Mafs^ when 
tbc News was brought him, as loon as high 
Mais was over, he fwore that he would waue 
and confume his Crown, even to the Value of 
a Candleftick, but he would utterlr ruin the 
Queen and the Englijh Nation, or ellehimfelf 
and all Spain Ihould be tributary to her. 

Upon the Retreat of this lb formidable a 
Fleet, England was fill'd with univerfal Joy. 
Elizabeth order'd a publick Thanklgiving 
for this Deliverance, to be made in all the 
Churches in the Kingdom, and went herlelf 
to St, Paurs^ in great Solemnity, to perform 
the lame Duty. After which, /hcconferr*d 
on the Lord Admiral a Yearly Revenue, in 

I z Recom- 
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Rccompcncc of his great Service to his Coun^ 
try, and beftow'd Pcnfions on the Wounded. 



TICKING'S Private Bed-Chamber. 



The Bed is of Crimfbn Damask, and the 
Bed • Chamber is hung with fine Tapftery, 
which reprelents the remarkable Engagement 
at Solbay. 

This memorable Battle was fought in tic 
Year 1^72. The two Fleets of England-dxA 
France joined the Beginning of May ^ the firft 
confifling of forty, and the laft, of an hundred 
Men of War. That of the States had feventy 
t#o'large Ships, and forty Frigatt and Firte- 
Ihipi, and confequently was very much itift- 
rJbr in Number to the combined Fleet of Eng- 
land and France. 

Tt was commanded by the &mous de Ruyter^ 
affifted by Ccrneltus de Mlty the Penfionary's 
Brother, as Deputy from the States. De Ruyter^ 
having put to Sea before the Enemies Fleets 
were join'd, had endeavour'd to prevent their 
Junftion 5 but not fucceeding, and being iij- 
form'd that the two Fleets lay -at Anchor at 
Scuthwoldy or Soitaytm Suffolk ^ he refolv'd to 
attack them. - 

He 
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He had like to have furpriz'd them, but 
being difappointed, prepared for Battle. The 
two Fleets of England and France^ now com- 
pofing but one, were rang'd in three Sqiiadrons. 
The Duke of 2orky High Admiral of Englandy 
commanded the Red-oquadron 5 the Count 
d^Etrees the White ^ and the Earl of Sand- 
wtchy the Blue. The Fleet of the States was 
likewilc divided in the fame Manner 5 de Ruy- 
ter^ was oppos'd to the Duke of Tbrk^' Bank- 
ert to Count A^Etrees^ and Fan Ghent to the 
•Earl of Sandwich. 

The Battle was fought on the ^8th of May ^ 
both Sides difplay'd all the Art and Skill 
which Experience nad taught the Commanders 
and Officers 5 they fought with equal Bravery, 
with almoft equal Lois, and both Sides chal- 
leng'd the Viaory. 

The Admiral-Ship of the Englifh being dif^ 
abled, the Duke of Tork was obliged to lioift 
his Flag in the London, The Royal James^ 
commanded by the Earl of Sandwich^ not be- 
ing able to aifengage from a Fii-e/Kip, after 
/he had funk two, was blown up,with the Earl, 
and her. whole Crew. The Englijh loft two 
Ships more, the Hollanders three, and Van Ghent 

was kiird. 

The Hiftorians of the t^o Parties equally 
pretend, that their Fleets chac'd that of the 
£ncmy5 but both fpeak of it very faintly.

For it is not entirely the fame with Engage- 
ments at Sea, as with thofe at Land ^ where 
commonly he who remains Mafter of the Field 
of Battle, juftly afiumes the Honour of the 
Viflory ^ whereas, in Naval Engagements, a 
Fog, a Calm, a "Wind, cither contrary or teni- 
peiiuous, may oblige the vidlorious Fleet to 
retire firft. 

fie this as it may. Rejoicings were equally 
made at London and the Hague ^ for the Suc< 
cefs of this Battle, though with very little 
Reafbn. 

The Englijh complained, that the French 
did not difcharge their Duty, and only fought 
at a Diftance, after having lepcrated from 
the Fleet. This Conduft is afcrib'd tb lecret 
Orders given to Count A^Etrees^ not to rx- 
pofe too much his Maftw's Ships, but to 
leave the Englijh and Butch Ships to deftroy 
one another.

Wc are now come to tkc Carton Gallery, in 
whick are levcn Paintings by Rafaejie^ which 
arc univcrfally admir'd, and of incftimabic 
Value. 

''Rafaelle da U&biho (acGordii 
to the Account which Graham gives of him 
was one of the handfbmeft, and oeft tempei::'< 
Men living, and, by the general Confent of 
Mankind, acknowledg'd to have been the 
Prince of Modern Painters 5 and is often ftilM 
the Divine Rafaelle, for the inimita- 
ble Graces of his Pencil, and for the Excel- 
lence of his Genius, which feem*d to h^yc 
fomething more than Human in its Compofi- 
tion : He was belov'd in the higheft Degree 
by the Popes Julius II. zndiLeoA.. He was 
aamir*d and courted by all the Princes and 
States of Europe ^ and particularly by Henry, 
VIII. who would fain nave ublig'd him to 
have come over into England. His P^fon 
was the Wonder and Delight of Rome^ as his 
Works are iiow the Glory of it: He liy'd in 
the greateft State and Splendor imaginable,' 
moft of the eminent Maffers in his Time be- 
ing ambitious of working under him 5 and he 
never went abroad, without a Crowd of Ar- 
tifis^ and oxhtxi who attended and fbllow'd 

him 
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him purely out of Rcfpcft : He dcclin'd Mar- 
riage^ tho* very advantagious Ofiers had been 
made him, in hopes of a u^r J/»tf /'j Cap^ which 
he expefted 5 but falling into a Fever in the 
mean Time, and concealing the true Caufe of 
hU Diftemperfrora his Phyficians, Deith dil>' 
appointed nim of the Reward due to his mofl 
extraordinary Merits. 

Rafaelle was born on Good-Friday^ it 
the Year 1483, and died on Good-Friday 1 52c t 
So that he liv'd only Thirty-leven 3C ears com* 
plete.^ 

Du Fr ESN Y afTures us, that hefurpals'd 
all modern Painters, becaufe he poflefs'amore 
of the excellent Parts of Painting than any o- 
ther ^ and it is bcliev'd, that he equalled the 
Antients, excepting only, that he defign'd not 
naked Bodies with to much Judgment as Mi- 
chad Angela : But his Gufto of Defign is purer 
and much better. He painted not wim fbgood, 
to full, and lb graceful a Manneras Correggio: 
Nor has he any thing* of the Contrail of the 
liightsand Shadows, or to ftrong, and free a 
G)louring. as Titian : But he had a better Dif. 
pofition m his Pieces without G)mpariibn» 
than either Titian^ Correggio^ Michael Angela^ 
or all the reft of the fucceeding Painters to our 
Days. His Choice of Attitudes, of Heads, 
of Ornaments, the Suitablenefs of his Drape- 
ry, his Manner of Defigning, his Varieties, 
his Cbntrafts, his Expreifious^ were beauti- 
ful 
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ful in Perfcftion 5 but above all, he poflefs*d 
the Graces, in fo advantagious a Manner, that 
he has never fince been equall'd by any other. 
There are Portraits, or nngle Figures of his, 
which are finifh'd Pieces. He was an admi- 
ral>Ie Architeft 3 handlbme, well made, and 
tall of Stature j civil, and well-n^tur'd^fnever 
refufing to teach another what he knew him- 
felf. 

He had many Difciples 5 among others, Gf- 
ulio Romano^ i'olydore^ Gaudenzio^ Giovanni 
d^lfdincy and Michael Cpxis, 

The Piftures, which we are now fpeaking 
of, call'd Cartons J from their bc*ing painted on 
Paper, were originally defign'd only for Pat- 
tcrtis of Tapeftry, and were fent for thdt pUr- 
pofe, by Leo X. to Arra^^ in Flanders^ a Place 
famous for that curious Work j but his Hplj- 
neft' dying looii after', as well as Ui^^^^;, and 
the Perlbns who Were employed not being paid ' 
for their Tapeftry, thelc Patterns were never 
return*^, but lay for a long Time at Arra^^ ' 
till King James purchas'd them, but at wha^ ^ 
Price wc cannot aetermine. W^ have heard, '^ 
however, that they were valu*d at aii hundred' ;[ 
tuouland Founds a-piece. 

' A'fter the Death of iLing Charles I. Crom- 
well was too much a Connoifleur in Painting 
to part with thefe ineftimable Pieces j but 
they were carefully preferv'd m large Deil ^ 
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in five Pieces, and there they rcmain'd till af- 
ter the Re: o/utfofjy "when IL'mg ^VrjUam tc*- 
built Hampton-Ccurt^ aiid the Gallery, in 
which they are now hung up, which was built 
onpurpolc for them. 

The Story of the firft Carton is the Death 
of Ananias^ as related in the vth Chapter of 
the Aeis of the Apofiles. 

The Story of the lecond Carton is Ely mas 
the Sorcerer, flruck with Blindnefs, as re- 
lated in the xiiith Chapter of the A^sof the 
ApcfiUs. 

The next is the Lame Man heaPd by Teter 
and Joht^ Aefs iii. 

The Fourth, which is over the Chimney, 
is the miraculous Draught of Fiihes, Luke v. 

Here is in this Pi£lure a Fault which is €o 
Yifible, that almoft every body takes Notice 
of it J and therefore we tnuft not pafs it over, 
without giving* our Readers the Opinion of 
the ingenious Mr. Riohardfon^ who is univer- 
ially aIlow*d to be a complcat Judge of the 
Cartons. 

Rapaelle, (ays he, in this Carton^ has 
made a Boat too little to hold the Figures he 
has placed in it 5 and this is fo vifible, that 
ftme are apt to triumph ov^r that great Man, 

as 
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as having nodded on that Occafion 5 whiA 
others havc-prctcndcd to excufr, by faying, it 
was done to make the Miracle appear th« 

freater ; but the Truth is, had he made the 
loat large enough for thofe Figures, his Pidlurc 
woul^ have been all Boat, which would have 
had a difagreeable Efieft ; and to have made 
his Figures fmall enough for a Veffel of that 
Size, would haverender'd them unfuitableto 
the reft of the Set, and have made thofe Fi- 
gures appear lefs confiderablej there would 
nave been too much Boat, and too little Fi* 
gurt. 

It is amifs as it is, but would have been 
worfe any other Way, as it frequently happens 
in other Cafes. Rafaelle therefore wiiely cnofe 
this lefs Inconvenience, this leeming Error, 
which he was fenfible the Judicious would know 
was none J and for the reft, he'was above being (b- 
licitous for his Reputation with them. So that 
upon the whole, this is fo far from being a 
Fault, that it is an Inftanceof the great Judg- 
ment of that incomparable Man, which he 
learn'd in his great School the Antique^ where 
this Liberty is commonly taken. 

The Story of the Fifth is Paul and Bar-- 
nabas at Lyftray where the Prieft of Jupiter 
is goin;»to facrificeanOx to them, taking them 
for Gods, as related in the xivth Chapter" of 
the Affs ot the Apoiles. 

That 
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That of the Sixth is P^y^^/ preaching at -rf- 
thepSy an Account whereof we have in the 
xviith Chapter of the fame Book. 

The Story of the Seventh and laft is Cbrijf's 
Charce to St. P^/^r,commonly call'd The giving 
the Aeys. According to the E vangelift St, Jobn^ 
Chap. xxi. 

In this Carton Mr. Richardfon has obfervM 
how Rafaelle has improv'd tne Story 5 to be 
ftble to do which, he tells us, is one of the Ex- 
cellencies of a Painter. 

Our Lord, lays he, by the Relation of the 
Ezangelifis leems (at leaft a Roman Catbolick^ 
as Rafaelle was, muft be fupposM to under- 
ftand it io] to commit the Care of his Church 
to that Apoftle, preferably to the reft, upon 
the Suppofition of his loving him better than 
anyof them: Now though thcHiftory isfilent, 
it is highly probable, that St. John^ as he 
was the oelov'd Dilciple, would have expcft- 
ed this Honour, and be piq'd at his being 
thought to love his Mafter lefsthanSt. Peter: 
Rafaelle therefore, in this Carton^ makes him 
addrefs himlelf to our Lord with extreme Ar- 
dour, as if he was intreating him to believe 
he lov'd him no lels than St. Peter ^ or any ot 
the other Apoftles. And this puts one upon 
imagining iome fine Speeches, that it may 
be luppos'd, were maae on this Occafion, 
whereby Rafaelle has given a Hint for every 

Man 
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Man to make a fiirthcr Improvement to himfdf 
of this Story. 

Notwithftanding the numberleft Beauties 
in thefe ineftimablc Paintings, as no Work 
of human Art was ever brougnt to Perfeftion, 
it muft be allow'd, they have their Faults 5 
and that tho* the Cartons ot Rafaelle are 
fbme of his laft Works, yet the Colouring of 
them U not equal to the Drawing 5 but at the 
lame Time, as the ingeniou.^ Gentleman wc 
have fb often quoted upon this Subjc3,obfcTves, 
it cannot be deny'd, but that he who painted 
thofe, could colour well, and would have co- 
lour'd better. 

It is to be confider'd, they were made for 
Patterns for Tapeftry, not profefs'd Pidlures; 
and painted, not in Oil, but in Diftemper : If 
therefore one itt^ not the Warmth, the Mel- 
lownefs, and Delicacy of Colouring, which is 
to be found in Correggio^ TitianyOv Rubens^ it 
may fairly be imputed, in a great Meafure, to 
tkcfr Caufes. 

A judicious Painter has other Confiderati- 
011s relating to the Colouring, when he makes 
Patterns for Tapeftry to be heigh ten 'd with 
Gold and Silver, than when he paints a Pic- 
ture without any fuch View 5 nor can a Sort 
of Drynefs and Harihnefs be avoided in Dif- 
temper^ upon Paper : Time moreover has ap* 
parently cnang'a (bme of the Colours. In a 

K Word, 
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Word, the Tout'Enfemble of the Colours it 
agreeable and noble, and the Parts of it arc 
in general extremely, but not fupcrlatively, 
good. 

There are fine Gravings of thefe Pifturesfrom 
Draughts taken at Several Timesj firft by Mr. 
Gnbeliny then by Sir Nicholas Dor'tgnyy and af- 
terwards by Sir James ThornbilL 

Over the Fire-Place in this Gallery, is a 
fine Bas- Relieve of Venus^ drawn in her 
Chariot, attcHded by fcveral Cupids^ in white 
Marble. 

There is likewifc a very fine Pair of

On the left Hand as you go up is a large 
Pifture, in a Gold Frame, painted by Vtek^ of 
King Charles II. and Katharine his Q^ieen. 
The Duke oi Buckingham is therein reprefent- 
eda$ Science^ in the Habit of a Mercury^ and 
Envy is ftruck down by naked Boys. 

There arc additional Ornaments, in the Mo- 
faic Tafte, on each Side of the Stair-Cafe as 
well as ^e Ceiling, by Mr. Kent. 

The New Q^uadrAngle. 

In the Center of this Square is a round Ba- 
fbn, and four large Lamps onPedeftals of Iron- 
Work 5 and on the right Hand, over the "Win- 
dows, arc the twelve Labours of Hercules 
done in Frefco. 

Hercules is fuppos'd to have been born at 
Thebes^ and to have been the Son of Alcmena^ 
the Wife of AmpbytrioHj the Tbeban^ by Ju- 
pitefy who paid ner a Vifit, and decciv'd her, 
under the ohape of her Husband, whilft he 
was gone to the War againft the Teleboans, 
a People of Jb^tolia. Some fay, that the 
Kight, in which the amorous Deity affum'd 
the Hero's Form, was extended as long as 

K 2 three. 
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three, and others as nine, and thrown all into 
one. 

Jrchippe^ the Wife of StheneluSy who was 
King of Nfycane^ being with ChiJd at the 
lame Time as Alcmena was, Jop/'/^r foretold, 
that of two Princes, the firft that came into the 
World fliould have an uncontroulable Power 
over the other.. Whereupon Juno haften'd 
the Pains of Euryjteus^s Mother, and retard- 
ed, as much as in her lay, the Birth of Her- 
cules : By which Means Euryfieus was born 
firft, and had full Power to impofe what 
Task, how diflScult or unreafonable foever, 
he thought proper upon Hercules y and to treat 
him as his olavc. 

Some however afiert, that it was the Ora- 
cle of DelphoSy that made him fubjeA to this 
Prince, for having, in his Madnefs, murder'd 
his own Children. But ic that as it may, wc 
fhall without any farther Introduction pro- 
ceed to the Hiftory of his Twelve Labours, 
which he undertook in Obedience to the In- 
jun£lions of his Lord and Mafter. 

J. The Lion of the Foreft of Nemea rt- 
vag'd the Country in a dreadful Marnier. 
Some Authors will have it, that he fell from 
the Region of the Moon, and that his Hide 
was fo tough, that neither Dart nor Javelin 
could penetrate into it. Hercules hunted him, 
and having run him into a Cave, out of which 

he 
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he could not cfcape, he there flranglcd him. 
Ever after, ht! wore the Skin of that An^'mal, 
as a Publick Teftimony of that Heroic Ex- 
ploit. Which Fidlion, in fhort, is no more 
than this, that Hercules hunted, and kill'd a 
Lion of an extraordinary Size. 

II. His Second Exploit was the Defeat of 
the Hydra. This terrible Dragon haunted 
the Marfh of Lernffy and infefted all the ad- 
jacent Country. He never left his Den with- 
out committing the moft horrible Ravages. 
The fearful Husbandman left his Field un- 
cultivated, and the boldcft Traveller trembled, 
as he pals'd by the Monfter's Den. He had 
the Shape of a Serpent, and the Feet of a Dra- 
onj his Back was cover'd with Scales^ he 
ad fcven Heads, fome iay nine, and others 
fifty, that vomited out Fire and Brimftonc. 
Hercules undertook to rid the World of this 
Monfter. Arm'd only with his Club, and 
acconipany'd by his Brother JoiauSy who was 
hit Twin-Brother, he goes and attacks the 
Serpent in his very Den. The Hydra^ leein<y 
him approach, rulhes furioiifly upon him, an3 
covers him with a Cloud ot flamine Smoke. 
The undaunted Hero lifts up his Club, and 
at the firft Stroke knocks off one of his Head* 
But'ftrait a new one fbrung up in its Place, 
and the Blood that iflued from the Wound 
fell to the Earth, and there engender 'd Scor- 

{^ioDt and Serpents. Hercules beheld with 
ntrepidity thitiuMsing Sight j he xcdoublcd 

^ 3 Ut 
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his Blows 5 but they fcrv*d only to citafpe- 
ratc the furious Monftft". No Iboner is one of 
hi% Heads knock'd off than others arile ^ and 
the Wounds that ought to have deftroy'd hioi 
fare only to give hjm new Strength and Vi- 

f;o)ir. The invincible Son of Jove had infal- 
ibiv faiVd in his Enterprize, had he not been 
affiired by his &ithful Companion. The only 
Way to hinder this new Projeftion was to ftop 
the Bloody that flow'd fifom the Wounds. 
Th\%Jolaus fucceeded in, by icering them with 
a burning Brand. The Monfter'fin&s under 
the Force of Hercules^s Arm, and at laft ex- 
pires at the Viftor's Feet. 

This Fiftion has been explain'd fcveral 
Ways. Some fay, that the Mar/h of LernOy 
being infcfted with Serpents, which multi- 
ply'd, notwithftanding all the Vzjns that 
were taken to deftroy them, Hercules, with 
the Affiftance of his Friend, fet Fire to the 
Reeds, with which the Marlh was covered', 
and thus extirpated them. Others will have 
if, that he only drained the Marlh, that us*d 
to overflow the Country. And laftly, ibme 
infift, that it was a Neft of Robbers^ and notr 
withftandinc Hercules kilPd fcveral of them, 
yet their iNumber increased, till at laft he 
broke into their Lurking*hoIes, and deftroy'd 
the whole Gang by Firc» 

IIT. r» 
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III. In another Chafe (which was his third 
Labour) he killed a terrible wild Boar, that 
had his Haunt iu the Foreft of Erymantbus^ 

In Order^o embelliih this Part of hisStory^ 
it was feign'd, that he bound him, and brought 
him on his Shoulders alive to Euryjlbeus^ 
who had like to have fainted away at the 
Sight of lb ihocking a Beaft. 

IV. His next Task was to hunt down t 
Hind on the Mountains oi Menalus^ and bring 
it to Euryftbeus alive. As this fprightlj 
Creature was iacred to Diana^ he was twelve 
Months in the Purfuit of her. She had bra- 
zen Feet given her by the Poets, to denote her 
Swiftneis. However, he caught her at laft by 
meer Speed in Running. 

V. He drove away the Birds that infefted 
the Lake Stympbalus and Arcadia^ in fuch 
prodigious Flocks, that they darken -d the Sum 
Tfa^ U8*d to carry e£F Men and devour thenar 

The Meaning of this is, that a Gang of 
Robbers, which kept near this Lake, and 
niurdec'd Travellers, was at laft deftroy'd, or 
put to Flight, by Hercules zxiA. hi% Qoavp^ 
nions*. 

VI. Hercules^ being ordered by Euryjtbeus 
to go and bring away the Girdle of Htpolyta^ 
Queen of the Amaeons^ that \%r taiUM V^ar 

OB 
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en thoie Heroines, and rifle their Treafures, 
embark 'il on the Euxine Sea, and landing on 
the Banks of the Tbermodoon^ he gave them 
Battle, routed them, brought away the Gir- 
dle, took the Q^ueen herlclf Prilbner^ and 
gave her in Marriage to Tbefeus. 

VII. King Augia5\ Stables had not been 
clean'd for thirty Years. The Dung war 
heap'd up in fuch Quantities, that there was 
BO Koom for the Cattle. Hercules^ with the 
Help of his Soldiers, cleans'd them, by bring- 
ifig the River of Alpbeus through them. 

VIII. The Ifland of Crete was laid waite 
by a furious Bjfill, that brought Ruin and Dc- 
ftruftioffi with him wherever he went ^ he was 
lent thither by Neptune^ to revenge the Infult 
he had receiv d from the Inhabitants. Hercu^ 
/i^/.yanqui/h'd Bim, and brought him to E'u- 
ryfiheus 5 that is to fay, Euryftheus order'd 
him to go to that Ifland, and fetch a Bull 
from theiHX to brted by, which he executed 
accordingly, 

IX. Diomedes^ Tyrant of Thrace^ made hi» 
Mareis devour all the Strangers that came into 
his Dominions. Hercules vanquiih'd him>. 
and made the Tyrant himfelf undergo the 
fame Fate. 

The Meaning of this is, that EurySbeur^ 
kari^g commajidcd Hercula to go, and carry 

O0E 
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off Ibmc of Diomedes^s Horfes, who had a 
very fine Breed of them, this Prince made 
Refift:ance,and was kill'd in the Battle. He 
had to fiir ruin'd himfelf with keeping Horf- 
es, that he was fbrc'd to fell his very Slaves 
to fupport the Expence. Hence it Was faid, 
that Horles fed upon human Flefh. 

X. In the Ifland of Erythia reign'd a King 
call'd Geryoriy who had three Bodies. Thi$ 
Prinoe had a Herd of Oxen, which devoured 
Strangers, and were guarded by a Dog with 
two Heads, and a Dragon with (even. Her- 
cules defeated him, kiii'd the Dog and the 
Dragon, and carry'd away his Herds. Gery- 
0i*s three Heads denote his reigning over three 
Iflands, viz. Majorca^ Minorca^ and Ebufa^ or 
Tvica. Some fay, they were three Brothers^ 
that liv'd together in fo clofc a Fricndftiip, 
that they feem'd to have but one Inclination. 
Others pretend, that thi« Fable owes its Rife 
to the t^banicianSf, and explain it in the fol- 
lowing Manner. 

Hercules having made a Defcent in the I- 
fland Erytbiay the Inhabitants march *d out a- 
gainft him in three different Bodies, but were 
defeated : This- the Phanicians in their Lan- 
guage exprefl by Words, importing, that he de- 
feated the three Heads of their Inhabitants. 

The Name GargitiuSy which the Mytholo- 
gifls give to Geryon*s Dog, if compounded of 

two 
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two Pbakician Words, which fignify The Ter-^ 
rw rf Strangers. 

XL Bufiris^ King of Egypt ^ lent fbmc Pi- 
rates to carry off the He/per ides^ Keices to 
Jtlas^ King of Mauritania '^ Hercules repuli'd 
them, deliver'd the Princeflcs, and puriuing 
his Viftory, kill'd Bujiris. 

Atlas^ to reward the Hero, made him a Pre* 
felt of (bmc of the fineft Sheep of his Coun- 
try. 

As the Beauty of their Fleeces had got them 
the Name of golden Sheep, and the Greek 
Word for a Sheep, fignifies likewife an Apple, 
the Story was told,that the Hero had brought 
golden Apples from the Gardens of the Hef" 
perides. 

Some Authors however pretend, that thofe 
Apples were nothing elle but the Oranges 
and Lemons, that grew in great Abundance, ia 
the Gardens of Mauritania } and that the 
Dragon which Hercules flew, to make way for 
hi; carrying off his jvecious Fruit, was a greift 
Dog, that watch'd one of thofe Gardens. 

Otheirs, in fine, imagine, that this Fable 
hints at the .Riches which Atlas^ox fome otlier 
Prince, had hoarded up 5 becaufc the Word 

Malon 
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Malofiy or Melon^ in the Arabic Tongue figni- 
fic$ Riches, and in the Greek an Apple, or 
Sheep, as before has been obiervM. 

XII. The laft Q)mmands that Euryftheui 
laid on Hercules were to go down into Hell, 
and bring up the Dog Cerberus, This the 
Hero executed, and at the fame Time deliver'd 
7befeuSy who had grae'down thither to keep 
Pirithous Company. ( The Defign which thdc 
two Friends form'd to carry off the Daughter 
of Aidoneus^ ^^^^ ^^ ^^^ MoloffianSy is- what 
gave Rife to this Fiftion. 

That Prince, having had timely Notice of 
their Defign, caus'd Firitbous to be torn in 
Pieces by a Dog, call'd CerberuSy and detained 
^befeus Frifoner 5 but he releas'd him loon af- 
ter, at the Requeft of Hercules* 

As Aidoneus us'd to lend his Prilbners to 
work in the Mines, and as, to go into hit 
Country, you mull crols the River Acberon ^ 
he has from hence been confounded with Pluto^ 
and Hercules^ sjourncy has been look'd upon as a 
Delcent into Hell. And as the Hero had at the 
fasieTimekittM a Serpent,wholc Den was in the 
Gave of Tenaurusj which was taken to be the 
Entry to the Kimgdom of the Dead, and had 
brought fome great Dog with him out of the 
Empire, he was laid to have chain'd Cer- 
ierus. 

Thefc 
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Theft arc the twclrc Labours of Hercuhs 
which arc lb much talk'd of by the Poets e 
And in Order to make our Aiort Account of 
them, not only enttrtaining but inftruftive, 
we thouf^t proper to introduce the Hiilorical 
jSxplications thereof along with them. And 
for the further Amufement of our learned 
Readers, we fhall here give them an Ab 
ftra£l, or Recapitulation of thc^ Foregoing 
Stories, fumm'd up in the following Verfts, 
by the Poet Aujonius^ as he tranflated tliem 
from the Greek dt Sj^htus Smyrnaus.

VTc come iwjxt to the Gardens^ which, 
with the Park and Ground on which th^ 
Palace ftands, arc about Three Miles in 
Gircumfcrence. In the pitch 'd Pediment on 
the Front of the Palace this Way, is a 
Bas-Relief of Hercules^ $, Triumphs oyer En- 
vy 5 and fiicing this,' a large Dval Bafbn, 
ill the Middle, and ahfwering to the Form 
of this Part of' the Gardens, ' which is a' 
large Oval, divided into Grarel Walks and 
Parterres, laid out in a very elegant Manner, 
by thofc two great Gardeners, MeiBcurs Lon- 
ioutDAm/e. 

h At 
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At the Entrance on the Grand Walk, 
are two large Marble Urns, on Pedeftalt, 
the Urns bcautifaDy carv*d with Bas-Re^ 
lieves : That on the Firft, on the Kight 
Hand, reprelents the Triumphs dlBacclms^ 
tliat on the Other, on the Left, Amphh 
trite and the Ntreiies : At the Bottom 
of this Walk, which faces a long Canal 
running into the Park, are two other 
large Marble Vaf^ : The Bas - Relief otk 
One, reprefents the Tudgment of Paris | 
and on the Other, meUdger^ hunting the 
Wtld-fioar. 

In four of the Parterres are feur fine Br|f« 
Statues* The firft is the Gladiator, whick 
fcrmerly flood on the Parade in St» James^% 
Park, at the Foot of the Ganalg and waa re* 
mov^d hither in the Reign of Queen Atme. 
The Original is the wonderful Work of Jiga^ 
fias Defitbeus of EphefuSy and it in th^ Bnrg^ 
befian Palace at Rome. The fecond is a young 
ApolU 'j the third a Diana^ and the fourth Sa* 
turn goingto fwallowoneof his Children. A9 
after nne X}tiginals» 

On the South Side of the Palace is th^t 
Privy-Garden, which was funk tqi Feet to- 
«ye a View from the Aparttnents to theRi?er 
Tbames : In this Qarden there is a fine F^ui^ 
laiii, and two gcapd Tfrsace WaUH»

The Lines are as follow. 

Hail, happy Fabrick ! whole Majeftic View 
Firft fees the Sun, and bids him laft Adieu j 
Seated in Majefty Your Eye commands 
A Royal Profpcft of the richeft Lands. 
The under-lying Vale Ihews with X)elight 
A thoufand Beauties at one charming Sight. 
No Pencil's Art can fuch a Landfcape feign. 
And Nature's tclf fcarce yields the like again: 
Few Situations may with this compare, 
A frrtile Soil, and a falubrious Air^ 

William the Ojnqucror, Was the firft Ef^ 
lijh Monarch, that made Wind/or his Rural 
Seat. As Hunting was that Princess favour- 
ite Amufement, and at the Situation of the 
Parts adjacent were commodious for that Pu]r- 
pofe, and fitted for the Entertainment of 
Kings, he agreed with the Abbot of Z^- 
min/er^ whole Seat it then was^ for an Ex- 
change, and took Pofleffion of it> in Purfuanec 
of his Contra6L Here he ereSed likewifc a 
ftrong Caftle, and built Itveral little Lodges, 
or Httntiug-HoufeSi in the Foreft adjoining, 

and 
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and for the Convcniency of his Sport, lay fre- 
quently in a Houfe, which the monks had bcr 
lore enjoy'd, and was either aftiially in, or at 
leaft near the Town of Wind/or : For the 
Town is much more anticnt than the prelent 
Caftle, and was an eminent Pafs upon the 
7bames in the Reign of the Saxon Kings. 

After him, King Edward III. took a pecu- 
liar Delight in the Place, on Account of its 
pleafing Frofpe3> as well as beautiful Situa- 
tion, and propos'd accordingly to make it his 
Place of Refiaence every Summer, Being thus 
determin'd^ he laid out himftlf the Plan of 
that rich and magnificent Palace, which, in 
fcgard to its external Form and fiuildingi we 
iK>w fee there $ for notwithftanding there have 
been great Alterations and Improrementtniadc 
within, 00 material AdditionshilYe b^quide 
to the Building itfelf, the noble Terrace only 
csBceptedt whith rmit vender the Nbrth B:6nt. 

The Houfe itfclf indeed was a Palace, but 
without any Appearance oft Fortrefsj but 
when the Building was once brought to tl« 
Slope of the Hill, on the Town Side, hit 
Majefty then added Ditches, Rammrts, the 
Round Tower, and divers other Places of 
great Strength, from whence it derived its Dc- 
nonoination of a Caille. 

And fuch a Pride did his Majefty take in 
this Building, that fViWarnQf f§lckiam,thcn 

Hz Kfliop 
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Bifhop of fVincheJler^ and highly in his Fa- 
Tonr, had like to have been dilcarded, for 
fuggefting (as the King was privately inform'd) 
that he was the Founder. The Prelate how- 
ever dilavow'd the Allegation, and clear'd 
himlelf with Honour, by artfully aflerting, 
that aH he pretended to, was a Publick Ac- 
knowledgment, that whatever Money he had 
aixiafs'd, or Reputation he had gain'd, thro' 
his Eredlon of that Caftle for his Majefty^ 
had been the Making of him- For he had 
cau^'d, it ieem&, thele Words, 

This MADE WiCKHAM, 

h\xt tubtWichham made ThiSy to be cut on a 
Stone in the Inner Wall of the Uttle Tower^ 
which from him is diftinguiAi'4], at this very 
Zfaiy, by the Name i^mncbefiit Tower. 

At thalt Time, tho* this Wr»to« was a Lay- 
man, and but meanly educated, yet haying a 
good Genius, and a Taftc for Architefture, 
ne apply'd his Mind fo clofc to that Art, that 
he was conftitutcd Mafter-Builder of the Court : 
Ndr does the Building fail to do the Architeft, 
as well as the Royal Projeftor of it, Abundance 
of Groclitj for in all the Decorations whi<rh 
have been fince tnade by the Succeflbrs of that 
Prince, who have delighted in- Windfor moft, 
no one has thought fit to make the leaft Alte- 
raticni in the Front, or to puH down any old 
Buildings, and.fubftitute new ones in their 

Room , 
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Room, except fbme few Improvements of no 
great Moment at the Entrance to the great 
Stair-Cale, the Kitchen, and other out-Offi- 
ces, and the like 5 but the Great North and 
Eaft Fronts, the Square' of the Inner Ck)urt, 
the Great Gates at the Entrance from the 
Town, with the Round Tower, and the 'Walls 
annex'd, are all now ftanding in the (c\f lame 
Form in which they were left by King Ed- 
v>ard III. 

The only Addition, in the Infide, is a fine 
Equefirian Statue, which was erefted to the 
Memory of King Charges. II even in his Life 
Time, by one of his grateful Domefticks. 

^ Queen Elizabeth indeed made the Addi- 
tion of the Terrace on the Outfidcj where 
fhc walk'd for the generality, Dear an Hour 
every Day before Dinner, if not prevented 
by Windy Weather, to which ihc had a pe- 
culiar Averfion. Wet Weather was no ma«- 
ner of Interrujptiori to her Amufement there 5 
for (he took great Delight in walking Abroad 
(when the Rairi was only mild and calm) with 
an Umbrella Qver her Head. 

This Walk of liers miift be acknowledg'd 
to be.a magnificent Work, and no inconfider- 
abJe Improvement ; for as it is raisMonthc 
Side of a fteep Declivity of the Hill y that 
Hin muft of neceffity be cut down a prodigi- 
ous Depth, to bring the Fouxviation to a Flat 

equal 
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equal to the Breadth that was to be formed a* 
bovc. It was raised from the Foundation by 
fubftantial Stone-work of a prodigious lliick- 
nefsy with crofs Walls of otone, in order to 
band the Front, and prevent any Preffure frcm 
the Weight of Earth within. After that, this 
Work was to be all fill'd up again within,, 
when what was firft taken out, was thrown 
down the Front of the Hill, that the Preci* 

Sice might be pufh'd out ftill &rther, in or- 
er that there might be the fame Slope from 
the Terrace, as there was before from tne Foot 
of the Caftle. 

This Noble Walk is cover'd with fipe Gra- 
Tel, and has Cavities, with proper Drains, in 
order to carry off the Rain, fo that let it fkll 
never fo heavy, none of it will lie upon die 
Terrace^ by which means it is dry, hard^aad 
£t for walking on, as foon as ever the Storm 19. 
over* 

. This Walk is very broad as weK as long on 
the North Side 5 on the other Sides, iMced 
much narrower, and not fo exteufiye. But wf 
Ihall take Occtfion to ipcak more fully of it 
in another Place. 

Having thus given our Readers a eurfory 
View ofnindfor aniitsCaJHe^ in their antient 
State, we fhail now proceed to our intended 
^ Defoription of the various Curiofities with 
which the latter is at prefont enrichM, and 
which flrike the Eyes or all Beholders with 
the moft agreeable Surprife. 

Front- 
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Fronting the Town of fVindfor and the 
Markct-PUce is the Towh-Gate, leading to 
the Park ; but leaving that Ibme finall mat < 
tcr on the Left, you come by an eafy Afcent 
to another/ Portal, call'd the Caftle-Goal 5 
which as fbon as you have pafs'd thro', on the 
tirft, you fte the poor Knight's Apartment, 
built m the lonick Order, and in a Modern 
Tafte. 

Oppofite to the laft mentioned Portal ftands 
^t. George* s Chappel, which King Edward 
III. ackndwieg'd was begun by his Anceftors, 
and fbme imagine, that the Foundation was laid 
by Edward I. This it a moft beautiful and 
magnificent Building, and fhews the Great- 
-ncls not only of the Gburt in thofc Days, but 
the Spirit and Genius of the Founder. The 
Chappel is not only fine within, but the Work- 
manmip without is very curious. There is 
nothing now to be leen of e^ual Anti- 
quity, that can ftand in Competition with it 
for Its extraordinary Beauties. King's Col- 
lege Chappel at Cambridge^ ercfted by Henryt 
VI. and Henry Vllth'^ Chappel in fVefiminfter 
Abbey are fine Buildings, but modern, howe- 
ver, m Comparilbn to TThis, which wasbegun^ 
as appears by an Infcription on the Walls, in 
the Tear of our Lord M.ccc.xxxvii. 

The Coats of Arms, and the various Ima^- 
gcty, and other Decorations both within and 
without, are beautifully *finifh'd, and the 

Work 
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Work has flood out the Injury of Time to 
Admiration. The Beauty of the Building re* 
nuins without any ImprovementSi and m z 
Word, requires none. 

The Eftabliihment fortheChappel wasTery 
cenfiderable, by the Donation or divers Sub- 
jefts, before it was (et apart to be the Chappel 
of the Order j the Duke of Sufotk in parti- 
cular> gave near three Thoufand Acres of 
Land, nineteen Mannors, one hundred and ie- 
venty Meffuages and Tofts, and fcveral Ad- 
vowfons ot Churches to it, which with othar 
lublequent Gifts, made the Revenue thereof 
amount to about one Thouland Pounds a Year, 
which was looked upon as a prodigious Annu- 
al Income in thole Days. 

In the Choir are the Stalls for the Knightt 
of the Order, with a Throne for the Sove- 
reign : Alfo Stalls in the Middle of it for the 
poor Knights Penfioners. 

Here arc to be leen the Banners of the 
Knights, who now enjoy the Honour of the 
Garter: When anyoftnem die, thofe Ban* 
ners are taken down, and the Coat of Arms 
of the deceased Knight is let up in the Place 
appointed for thofe Arms over tne iameStaH ; 
By which Difpofition, thofe Coats are, as it 
were, a living Hiftory, or more properly 
fpeaking,a publick Record of all the Knights 
that ever have been, fincc the firft Inftitution 

of 
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of the Order, and of their Succeffion ^ne to 
another^ by which it appears, that King?, 
Emperors, and Sovereign Princes have not 
thought it beneath thein to accept of the Ho- 
nour of being Knights Companions ot this 
Order 5 whilft, at the fame Time, to the. Ho- 
nour of the £»^//^ Grown beitTpoken, our 
Kings have never thought proper to accept of 
any of their Orders Abroad, of what Kind So- 
ever 5 whereas there is an A-ccount in the Ke-

Having th^s given our Readers a tranficnt 
Idea of the Antiquity of this Order, and a 
I^ift of the illuftriout Members that at prcfoit 
fill it up, we fhall lay lio tnore about it, but 
refer thoie who ihall think our Detail too 
deficient, to Mr. Afimole*s lij&ory. theireof, 
wherein no Circumftance is omitted, that is 
worth the Notice of the moft curious. 

ContifTuous to this Royal Chapel is the 
Tomb-Houie, which was firftcrefted by Car- 
dinal Wool fey y and at that Time intended Ly 
him, as a Dormitory only forhimfelf and his 

l^'amily. 

In King James IPs Time indeed, if was 
made ule of as a Chapel 5 but at prefent it lies 
in a very ruinous Condition. Jn a /hort Time 
however, as we are credibly inform'd, it will 

be 
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be converted into a Free-School -y and it's now 
repairing-for that Purpofc. 

At {bme fmall Diftance from the Tomb- 
Houle is a large Guard-Chamber, capable of 
receiving Three Hundred Men, and contiguous 
to itivS an Out-OflRce,wliich at prelent is con- 
verted into a Publick Houfe ; weJl known by 
the Name of the Royal Standard. 

On the Right Hand, as yon go thro' the 
Ciftle-Gate, there is a Tower, which is the 
Separate Apartment of the Captain of the Gen- 
tlemen Penfioners. 

The next Tower is theleparatc Apnrtment 
of the Lieutenant of the Gentlemen Penfioners^ 
and between that ahd the Dev^Ps Tomer ^ which 
ftands at fome imall Dilfence, is another Ranger 
of private Lodgings for the Accomodation of 
othtt Penfioners-, 

The RcalbA-WBy thiVla;ft Towef has for a 
long Tim^ bctm ib- diflinguilh*d, was a re- 
ceived Nbtioir, as w^ are informed; that for- 
merly It wdds'ha anted' by evil Spirits : For many 
Years however, it h«s been inhabited, with- 
out the leaft Interruption or Difturbancc, as 
we can find, fibni fuch aerial Vifitors. 

Of all the Towers, however, that adorn 
tliis^ Royal Palace, that which is call'd the 
RQund'Tower^ (and is the Refidence or Apart- 

N 3 ment 
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mcnt of his Grace the Duke of St. Alban^s^ 
who is Governor of the Caftle) is the moll 
conipicuous. 

When you arc at the Royal Standardy be- 
foremention'd> you advance about one Hun- 
dred Yards (leaving Winchefter Caftle on your 
left) to the King's Gate; at the Entrance 
whereof is planted a fmall Piece of Canon 5. 
and on the right, there is a Door- Way, and a 
St^ir-Cafe, which confiils of one Hundred 
and lorry feven Steps of Purbeck Stone. 

At the Top of the Steps is a finall Piece o^ 
Canon, which is direfted downwards, and 
appears from a fmall Port* Hole that comnunds 
the Stair-Cafe. 

From thence you paft through a Court- 
"Xard J in the Middle whereof ftands a large 
Ciftcrn, which was firft ereftcd by King.^ 
Charles II. in order to receive the Drams from 
off the? Rcgf of the Ou^-Offices 5 all round 
which are hung Buckets,, and other convenient 
Veffels for holding Water, either for the Ser- 
vice of t^e Offices beforementioii'd,. or for 
ready Help, in Cafe of Fire. 

From tliis Court -Yard you proceed to

Over the Chimney is a Star and Garter of 
an Oval Form, I'urrounded with Piftols and 
Bayonets 5 the Wainfcotting is embellifti'd all 
round with Carbines, Match-locks and Car- 
tridges, upon Whole pikes, Half pikes, and 
Quarter pikes^ with Bandaleers, in various 
Figures. Round the Cornifti are hung a great

AJia is reprefcntcd as another I/ady, wear* 
ins: a Garland of various Flowers and Fruits, 
and clad in a rich cmbroidcrM Vcftment, hold* 
ing divers Branches in her Right Hand, with 
Roots of CaJJuty Pepper^ and Olives \ and in her 
I;cft Hand, a itnoaking Cenfer, and on one 
Side of her, a Camel on its Knees. 

By the Garland, with which her Head h 
fo adornM, they would intimate, xiizt J fia 

f Produces every thing that is not only delignt- 
ul to the Eye, but whatever is requifitc for 
the comfortable Support of humane Xifc : By 
her rich Garment, they intimate, that there h 
/Treat Plenty of thofc rich Materials $ by t^c 
Bundle of Spices, that /he di/lributes her Fa- 
vcurs all over the habitable World.* The 
C-nlbr denotes the odoriferous Gums, and o^ 
thcr fragrant Spices it produces, and the Ca- 
me/^ is a Beaft proper to this Quarter of the 
^Yorld. 

Africa h reprefcnted by a Blackmoor Wo* 
man almoft naxed, having frizzled Hair, an 
Elephant'' % Head for a Creft,' a'Nifcklacc.of 
^oral^^ and Pendants of the fame 5 at her Ear 
a Scorpion^ holding in her Right Hand t 
Cornucopia^ with £ars of Com in her Left 
JIand 3 a fierce Lion by her on one Side, and 
a Viper and a Serpent on the other. By her 

being 
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being reprclcnted almoft naked^ they intimate 
that thole Parts abound not with Materials 
for cloathing ; the Elephant is an Animal pe- 
culiar to that Q)untry, and Vipers and Ser- 
pents Itkewife are more numerous there, than 
in any other Place. 

America is likewtfe reprcfcnted by a Woman 
almoft liaked, with a tann'd, or tawny Af^ 
peft, having a Veil folded over her Shoulders^ 
round her Body an artificial Ornament of Fea- 
thers of divers Q)lours ^ holding in her Hand 
a Bow, iindJbaving a Quiver on her Should-* 
er, or by her Feet, and aHumanc Head pierc'd 
thro' with an Arrow, and on the Qround a 
JLizard. 

By her being painted almoft naked, they 
intimate, that the greater Tart of the Inhabi-* 
tants always jgo fo ; and the Arms are what 
both Men ana Women ufe there: The humane 
Head denotes, that they are Cannibals, or 
Men-Eaters ; and the Lizards are reported to 
be fo large in thole Parts, as to devour a Man^ 
whenever they can lay hold of him* 

But to return to our Ceiling-piece.

Over the Chimiley is a beautiful *- Portrait 
of Prince George or Denmark^ all in Arnoour, 
with a loofe Coat thrown over it, riding on 
a ftately Horfir, like Jlexander^B Bucephalus^ .

From this Chamber you go into 
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The Ceiling reprefcnts, in the moft lively 
Manner, the glorious Afcenfion of our Ble({ed 
Saviour into Heaven, who ftands in all hia 
Glory in the Center, with a numerous Trails 
of Angels waiting round him. On the Wefl;; 
Side is delineated the Tomb, or Sepulchrr,^ 
from whence he arofe with fuch Pomp and 
Magnificence^. and all round the Coniim are 
the Soldiers, that werefet over him as aWatch^ 
all &ft afleep. 

The' this be a Scripturc-Hiftory, and doubts 
lefs verv well known ^ yet we flatter ourlelves, 
that a mort Narrative of fb remarkable a Paf* 
fage, recorded in Sacred Writ, will be look*d 
upon as no difagreeable Amufement to any 
one, much lefs to fuch Readers, as may be Ic- 
rioufly inclin'd. 

With. 
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Without nuking therefore any Apology, wc 
ihafl venture to introduce the Story. 

Our blefled Lord and SavitmrYktying ac- 
compli/h'd hit Sacrifice on thcCrofi, anocon- 
tinu d obedient unto Dearii, there happened a 
Variety of fuch extraordinary Gircumilances, 
as difcover'd beyond all Contradiftion who he 
\»as, and made the Jews themfclves confci- 
ous of the enormous Crime they had commit- 
ted. 

The Heavens were overfpread with thick 
Clouds of Darknefs during the Space of three 
whole Hours 5 the Veil of the Temple was 
irat from Tojp to Bottom ; the Earth quak'd, 
the Rodbs Iplit 5 the Graves were open*d j. 
^ dead Bodies c^ many Saintt, which flepr, 
arbft, and-not only left rneirrtljicftivcTpmpt,. 
but appearM' to divers PetioAf mJermJkUm^ 

Sofnany extraordinary Signs or Tokens of 
tke Dignity of him, whom tne Jews had Ho 
unjuftly, as well as inhumanly crucified, made 
the Centurion (who commanded the Soldiers^ 
and they that were with him to watch our 
bldTed Saviour, (ay, that dcubtlefs this Maf^ ^ 
was the Son of God. The Reft, aftoniAi'd at 
thefe unexpected Prodigies, fpake to the lame 
Purpofe ; and this great Aflcmbly of the Peo* 
pic, which came to this Speftacle, beholding 
fuch ftrange Things, chang'd their Infultsin^ 

to 
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to Sighs, and rtfturn'd back with the utmoft 
Compundlion and Grief of Heart* 

In the mean Time, the Jews^ not being vc- 
l^y willing that the dead Bodies of our Saviour 
and the two Thieves, who were cruci^ed with 
him, ihould remain on the Crofs, during the 
Time of their Pallbver, made their earneft 
Applications to Pilate^ that' the Thighs of 
thefc Criminals (as they took them to be) 
ihould be broken, and their Bodies be after- 
wards taken down from the Crofs, to which 
Pilate very readily confented. 

The Soldiers, having found the two Thieves 
as yet alive, broke their Legs, as they were 
ordered 5 but as our bleflcd Lord was a6hially 
dead, one amongfl them only pierc'd his Side 
with a Lance, uom whence iflued out a Pro- 
fufion of Water and Blood* 

At Night) one <oS our Saviour*s Bifciplea;, 
tho* unknown, named Jofepb^ of the City of 
Arimatbea^ who was a good Man, and no 
"Wavs concern'd in the t^ath of the blefled 
JejuSy came boldly to Pilate^ to bee our Sa* 
vioQr*8 Body, which P//^/^ granted without 
the leaft Hefitation* Whereupon J^fepb^ tor 
gether with a Friend of his, one mcoiemus^ 
took the Body of our Lord, and embalaung 
it with precious Spices,rand fhroudingit in a 
fine LinneH Cloth, buried it in a New Tomb^ 
or Sepukbrey wiuch he had hewn out of a 
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Peck^ and he roll'd a great Stone to the Door 
of the Sepulchre^ and departed. And there 
was Mary Magdalen y and Mary^ the Mother of 
James and Jofes^ fitting over againft the Se- 
pulcbre* 

Notwithftanding our bleffcd Lord lay thus 
buried in the Sepnlcbre^ yet this did not alto- 
ther fatisfy the Jews 5 for they were apprehen- 
five, left It fliould be publifh'd, that he was 
Ri/en 5 for which Reafon, they went in a Bo- 
dy to Pilate^ telling him, that this Impojfor 
had faid, when he was living, that bf would 
rife again after his Death. 5 and entreated hina 
to kt a \yatch by the Sepulchre^ left his Dif- 
ciples Ihould fteal away his Body, and after- 
wards publickly aflert, that be was equally 
rifen. 

Thus they blinded themlelves with their 
own Wiidom J for by endeavouring. to prevent 
beforehand (as mucn as in them lay) the Re- 
furreBion of our Saviour <t they confirm *d the 
Belief of the Faft by fuch particular Prooft, 
Its were too ftrong to fce contefted, 

Forth^ iS^/w/^irf being fo ftrongly guarded, 
and the Stone which fecur'd it fo lafely ftard, 
there immediately arofc a great Earthquake :' 
Tht Angel of the L^rrf, defcendingfrom Heaven, 
roHM away the Stone which lay before the 
Sepulchre^ and lat thereon : His Eyes fhin'd 

like 
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1 ike Lightnings and his Garments were as white 
tan Snow. 

The Guards that lay near the Sepulchre^ 
wcreftruck with Terror, and became as dead 
Men J wherefore they haften'd to Jerufalem^ 
and told the Priefis^ what ftrange Things has 
happen'd^. Whereupon they immediatdy af- 
ftmbled, to confult together what. Method, 
were beft to be taken in an Affair of fuch Mo- 
ment and Importance. 

They could not find out (with all tlicir Cun- 
ning) a better Expedient, againft a FaQ:, that 
was io fclf-evident, than to corrupt thelc Sol- 
diers with a confiderable Sum of Money j in 
Return for which th«y were jperemptorily to 
maintain and aflcrt, that wbilft they flept^ 
cur Saviour*; Difciples came andft^le bis Body 
away. 

In the mean Time, Mary Magdalen^ and 
fbme other Holy JVomeny whole Love was the 
&me to Jefus^ both living and dead, being 
come early to the Sepulchre^ in order to per- 
fume his Body with opices, confulted amongft 
themlelves, who Aiould roll away the Stone, 
tiiat obftruded their Paffage to the Sepulchre: 
ifut they were greatly I'urpriz'd, as they drew 
Hear to it,^ to fee it open 5 and yet more fb, 
when they enter *d in, and could not find'the 
dear Body of him, whom they thus devoutly 
iearchM ror.

Notice of this to the Apoftles, and St. Peter 
being come to the Sepulcbre with St. John^ 
law the Linnen-Cloaths -wherewith the Body 
of J ejus Cbrijl was wrapp'd. But they going 
awaj in an Aftoni/hment, Mary Magdalen 
tarned behind, fhedding Tears in the Sepul^ 
chre^ when two Angels, cloath'd in white 
Rayment, one of which ftood at the Head, 
andf the other at the Foot of the Place where 
the Body of Jefus Cbrjjf lay, ask'd her, why 
Jhewept?

Having thus given the Reader a ihort Nar- 
rative of the Subjeft made Choice of for the 
Decoration of this Ceiling, the next Painting 
that ftrikes the Eye, in the moft agreeable 
Manner, is the Altar-Picce, which is a lively 
Reprefcntation of our blefled Saviour*s lait 
Suppc;^ with his^ Diiciples, in a fine Taftcv 
The Room, which our Lord and the Apo- 
ftlcs are fuppos'd to be in, has a Dome, thro* 

which 
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which is iecn the Real Organ belonging to the 
Chappel. 

All along the North Side arcreprefrnted at 
many of the Miracles of our blefled Saviour, 
as ^r/p, who painted it, thought proper to in- 
troduce, and tetwech each Divifion are paint- 
ed Columns, twifted, and adorn'd in a very a*- 
greeable Manner. 

Amongft the Group of Speflatort is Ferrfa 
liimfelf, in a full black Wig^ who looks iu 
reftlyatyou, whilft all the reft appear Yerjr 
attentive to the Subjeft erf" the! Kctuifc. 

t)tt the Weft Sfde^ frbnting thiJ Altstr is c- 
refted a Gallery for the Reeeptibtr of the Roy- 
al. Family, beautifully embellifh'd withcarv d 
Work, confirfing of CroWhs, StaW, Garters, 
Cyphert, &c. and furnifh'd with a large 'ScaiS 
let Velvet Cinopy, Curtains, and Cufliions 
trim*d with Gold* 

On the South Side, between the Windows, are 
painted a great Number of twifted Pillars of 
the Cortntbian Order. 

Under the Gallery, on each Side of the Pal^ 
fage, there is a Imali Sacrifty, or little Room 
for depofiting the Sacerdotal Veftments, Books, 
and other neceflary Materials belonging to the 
Chappel.

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The next grind Apartment i« that which it 
call'd St. George^s ilali^ of which nothing 
can be faid equal to what the £ye may be a 
Witnefs to. 

As you enter, you pais under a large Gal- 
lerVy with Iron Ballumades finely wrought 
and gilt, which is fupported by four WocSen 
figures, beautifuUy carvM and! painted 3 each 
about ten Feet in Heighth, who fupport the 
Gallery, and ftand in fine Attitudes, bend- 
ing, as it were, under their heavy Burthen, 
and reprelenting a Father and his three Sons, 
whom the valiant Black Prince (Son of King 
Edward III* whom wc ihall have Occafion to 
ipeak of Biore largely in another Place) had 
'made Captives at Leglwn. 

The Ceiling is ponipoufly embelli/hM with 
the Keprefentation ot his late Majefly King^ 
fViHiam III. (furroundcd by t\i^ Graces J 
trampling with his Right Foot on a Lion's 

A little bdow, the Figure of Jujltce isdif- 
play*d, with her Sword and Scales, and a 
great Variety of other Emblematic Figures, 
as an additional Decoration. 

In the Front (being the Weft End) is ftatei 
his late Majcfty Kingfftliiam III. on aThrone, 
richly drcff, in the Order of the Garter, with 

his 
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his Cap on hi^ Right Hand, and the Crown 
on his Left. 

This'Paintmg i« look'd upon as one of Sir 
.Godfrey Knel/ers moft accurate Performances. 
There are five Steps of fcal Marble going up 
to the Picture, and a fiftitious one of five 
more on the Canvas^ lb naturally painted, that 
they deceive, in the moft agreeable Manner^ 
the Eye of almoft every Speflator. 

This was contrivM by the Painter, to fup- 
ply the Place of the real Afcent with Mar- 
ble, a Balluftrade and a half Pace, which 
formerly were a£lually there, with Room for 
a Throne, or Chair of State for the Sovereign 
to fit on, when on publick Days he thought 
proper to make his Appearance m due Form. 

Over this Throne, on which his Majefty is 
thus leated in Stat^, is a moft curious Piflure 
of St. George on Horfe-back, in all his 
Warlike Accoutrements, and in the Aflion of 
killing the Dragon^ by the fame Hand. 

We fliall here, without any Apology for 
ib doing, introduce the Hiftory of this Hero- 
ic Exploit cJ" our Englijh Champion, not 
doubtmg but it will prove to many, at leaft 
to our youngerReaders, no difagrecable Amufe- 
Acnt.

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The S T O R Y of 

St. George and the Dragon. 

O T. George for Engiandy one of the siobleft 
*^ Champions in the World, was born in 
the City Gt Coventry : His Fadier's Name was 
Albert t High-Steward of England. As fbon 
as he was bom, he was put under the Care of 
three Nurfes ^ one to give him fuck, another 
to keep him afleep, and a third to provide 
him Food. ^ But there was a wicked Enchant- 
rcf$i whoir Name was Calyty tha.t !« v'd in a 
Cave, in the Middle of a thick Wood, and 
ihe found an Opportunity to Heal him from 
the Nurles, and kept him in this Cave till he 
* was eighteen Tears old. Then Aie furni/k'd 
him with a ftrong Suit of Armour, an excel-, 
lent Horfe, and the fharpeft Sword in the 
World ^ and he fct out from the Cave to leek 
Adventures. 

• 

He traveird till he came to iStie Borders of 

the Kingdom of Egypt, where meeting with a 

j)Oor Hermit, St.G^r^^ask'd him, where he 

might have a Lodging for himfelf and his 

Horfc ? 
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Horfc ? Alas ! Sir, faid the Hermit, you 
feem to be a Stranger in this Country, and it 
is very unhappy for you that you are come in- 
to it 5 for the whole Q>untry isalmoft de- 
ftroy*d by a terrible Dragon^ who devours e- 
very Day a young Virgin, infomuch that he 
hatn now deftroy'd all the Virghis in the 
Kingdom, except the King's Daughter, and 
Aie is to be lent To-morrow Morning to be de» 
vour'd by him. 

St. George^ hearing this, was determined to 
deliver the King's Daughter from the Jaws of 
t)\t Dragon^ ortolole his Life in the Attempt. 
He ftay'd ail Night in the Hermit's Cave, and 
rifiiig early the next Morning, he buckled his 
Armour on, and mounting his Horle, rode 
towards the Place where the Hermit told him 
the Dragon was* 

He had not gonefiir before he overtook them^ 
leading the King's beautiful Daughter to the 
Place where (he was to bedevour*d, and addref- 
fing himfelf to the Princeis, Fair Laiy^ Aid 
he, // were Pity tbatfi mueb Beauty Jhould he- 
come a Prey to fbe jaws of a mercilefi Dra- 
gon, / therefore beg tbat you will go back to 
your Fatber^s Palace 5 for lam determind ei' 
tber to kill tiis Dragon ^ or to lofe my Ijfe. 
Sir^ Knigbt^ anfwer'd the Princeis, / am fur" 
prized tbat a Stranger Jhould fo generoujly ha* 
sard bis life for my Sake j but if you are re^ 

folv'4 
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folv^d upon ftf I will go back to my Father* s 
Courts and pray for your Succefs. 

So ftic- return*d to her Father's, tnd St, 
George entered, the Valley, and advanc'd to- 
wards the Pragoii's Cave, where the l>agon 
lay. The Dragon no fooner faw him, but he 
fait forth fuch terrible Roarings, that all the 
Valley fhook with the Noife. St. George waa 
not at all daunted ^ but letting Spurs to his 
Horfe, ran furioufly againft him with hia 
Spfar. The Scales of the Dragon were fb 
hard, that the Spear was broke in a thoufand 
Pieces; and the Dragon fought fo furioufly 
with his Wings and his Tail, that St. George 
had much ado to fit upon his Horfe. At lafl 
the Dragon, opening his wide Mouth, was juft 

f[)ing to devour both St. George and hia Horfe 
ut tne Saint, turning nimbly about, thruft 
his Sword down hi% Throat, and pierc'd him 
thro* the Heart, fo that he fell down under 
his Horfe*s Feet. Then alighting from his 
Horle, he cut off the Head of the Dragon^ 
and fixing it on the point of the broken Spear, 
he carried it in Triumph to the King*s Courf^ 
where great Rejoicings were made. The fair 
Princeft, whom he had delivered from Death,, 
prefcnted him with a Diamond fling of great 
value, and after Ibme Time Bhrame hia. 
Wife. 

Tho' this Tale perhap may prove fuflfici- 
ently. latisfa£lory to the Young and the Gay ; 

yet 
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yet as 'tis told with the Air of x Romiincc, 
and icveral Authors of good Repute much 
queilion whether there ever was fuch a Hero 
as is heredefcrib'd, or not ; we Aiall, for the 
Entertainment of the more ferious, have Rc- 
courle to Hiftory for the further lUuftration 
of the Subjedl before us, 

St. George was bom in CappadocJa^ in the 
latter End of the third Century. His Parents 
being Chriftians, afforded him the Advantage 
of b^inff educated in that Religion. He is 
fkid to nave loft his Father during his Mino- 
rity 5 that be travelled with his ^^ther, upon 
this Misfortune into Paleftine^ (he being a 
Native of that G>untry, and leaving a conn- 
derable Eftate there, which fell to her Son 
St. George^ who being well defcended, and 
liaving the Advantage of Youth and Strength 
of Limbs, undertook the Profeifion of a ti- 
dier, and was made a Tribune or Colonel ; 
in which Poft, behaving with great Courage 
and Conduct, he was prdcrr*d to higher Sta*. 
tions in the Army by thc^migcxot Dioclefian. 
This Prince, having refolv*d ona Perfccutionof 
the Chriftians, and proceeded with great Cru- 
eJty in the Execution, St. George immediately, 
laid afide the Diftinaion of an OfHccr, went 
to the Senate- Houie, and complain'd to the 
Emperor in publick of his Severities to the 
Chriftians, remonftrating, at the fame Time, 
againft the Idolatry of the Roman Worfhtp> 
and arguing boldly in Defence of the Chrifttan

Faith. Tho* this RemoHftrance was a gtcit 
Provocation to the Emperor, and the wnolc 
Senate, yet they endeavour*d to bring him 
off of his religious Principles with Offers of 
Honour and Promotion : But not being able 
to prevail on him by anyfuch mean Motives^ 
they put him to the Queftion, and tortur'd 
him with great Cruelty ; And perceiving at 
laft that nis Conftancy was not to be fhaken, 
he was ftntto Prifbn, and ordered to be drawn 
thro* the City, and beheaded the next Day £ 
which Sentence was accordingly executed : And 
thus St. George pcceiv'd the Crown of Martyr- 
dom on the 9cth. D^ of JprU^ in the Te&r 
of our Lord 2po, The Memory whereof is 
^-eierv'd to this Day with Abundance of 
Pomp and Solemnity by our Btitijb Courtiers. 

Tho* ftvcWl Authors have ftreftuoufly al^ 
ferfed, that there never was fuch a Perfon m 
Being, as this ^t.George is rcyreicnted, yet his 
Honour has been fb well eftaolifti'd inChrift* 
cndom,that not only leveral Religious Houfes, 
but feveral Churches have been ereded to his 
Memory. Moreover, he has the Honour to 
be efteem*d the Patron of Genoa^ where St. 
Qeorge*s Bank, and St, George^ Regiment are 
very well known. He has likewile the Re* 
fpeft of a Saint paid him in the Country of 
Aeria in Jfia^ now call'd Georgia. 

The Realbn why/ St. George has been ef- 
tccm'd the Proteftor of Military Men in Chri- 

ftcn- 
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ftendom, 16 partly on the Score of his Pjfoltjf- 
fion, and partly on the Credit of a Relation 
of his Appearance to the Chriftian Army in 
the Holy War, bdbre the Battle at Antiach. 
The Succefs of this Battle, proving fortunate 
to the Chriftiaas, under Godfrey of Bologne^ 
made the Memory of St.George fhine out with 
a new Luilre, ax^ difposM the Military Men 
to apply more particularly to kit Interceiuon. 

This Opinion of St. George* % Affiftance it 
farther fortified by his Appearance afterwards 
(as it is reported) to King Richard L in hit 
Expedition againit the Saracens at Cyprus and 
Acofiy which Apparition being declared to the 
Bn%Ufh Army was a great Encouragement to 
the Troops, who ibon after defirated the Enemy.

Figure, and only fignifics how he conquer*^ 
the Devil^ the Dragon in the Revelations^ by 
his Faith and Chriftian Fortitude. 

On each Side of this beautiful Piece of our 
^^lifi Champion is a Nich i in one of whicli 
isalarge Female Figure, with twoKeys in her 
Hand ^ and in the other, is the Figure of a 
Man, with his Right Foot upon a Wheel : 
What theie Emblems or SYmbots were intend- 
ed by the Painter to ezpreu, we are at a Liofs 
ablblutely to determine, io jfhaU wholly fub- 

mit 
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mit it to the better Judgment and Decifion of 
the SpeOator. 

Over the GaTlery whidb fronts thele Figures 
IS the Reprefhitfttion of a Lady in a Chair of 
State, with federal Kttle fioys, attending 
roond her, holding the Parapharnalia belong- 
ing to the Order. Under this Figure is an 
lAlcription,in a beautiful Compartment, where- 
in Verrso is mentioned to be a Neapolitan ^ and 
to be employed in thefe, and divers other curi« 
ous Paintings, by King Charles IL King /f?/* 
///3:/» III. and King George I. 

The Decorations on the South Side(between 
the AVindows^ confift of various Columns, or 
Pillars, beautifully painted, and which ftrike 
the £ye in a very agreeable Manner. 

On the North Side is reprefcnted, in the 
moft elegant Manner, the remarkable Triumph 
of the Black Prince, the Eldeft Son of that 
fuccelsful Engli/b Monarch, King Edward 
111. on Account of his entire Defeat of the 
Frencb^ at the fiattle of Poiffiers^ in which 
their then Koyal Commander, King Jobn^ 
and a great N umber of other Perfbns of high 
Rank and Diftinflion were taken Prifbners. 
At the Upper End, Kine Edward his Father 
is leated on I pompous l^rone, and the young 
Prince his Son, cloathjd as a defar^ with a 
Crown of Laurel on his Head, is rtprefented 

as 
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as approaching him in a triumphal Car, fup- 
portcd on the Shoulders ot leveral SJavea. 

There is a numerous Train of Attendants^ 
gayly dreft,that waiton their viftoribus Mailer, 
together with a lekdl Number of Captives; 
that cloft the Proceffion 5 the Reprefentatioh 
whereof ii ib very grand, and the Figures fb 
large, that the whole Performance takes uj 
the greater Part" of that Side of the Hall. 

As this Part of the Hall principally ftrikes 
the Eye, and excites the CTuriofity of almoft 
every fieholder, we fhall here for the Readers 
further Amulement, as well as InftruSion,

cd a numeroui Army of French^ whole pom- 
pous Triumph, on that remarkable Conqueft, i| 
the Subject of the beautiful Paintings, which 
W€ have above defer ib'd.

About this TiiM Z^^it;/^ Bruif^ t&n fffit^ 
bett^ King of Sattland^ had, by thel^^ur ^

King Balioly and rais'd himfelf upon the 
Throne of Si^fland. Being a profeft EsMay 
to the Enf^lfflj^ he was eafily prof^pti^ «d Mtf 
fempt a "War with En^/amf^ and he took his 
Time iht rt, whc<i King BdwarS wjIs aftkdft 
np with the long Setge of Citlah. But at AA^

Id Honour of the moft rcnownM Prrncc Ei^ 
wardy Son of King Edward III. his Prcdc- 
ceflbr and Pattern, the moft excellent and 
pious Conqueror of Franc e^ who ufin^ the 
Viftories eatn'd by his Valour with Mode- 
ration and Clemency, juftly challeng'd the 
Glory of a fublime^ benevolent, and con- 
dekending Spirit 5 as being more defirable 
and honourable, than all the Ornaments of 
Triumph. i .

This Reign of sEdward TIL is memorable 
bcfifka tor the Inftitution of the moft noble 

Order 
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Order of the Garter, for the Remoral of the 
Staple of Englijh Wool out of Flanders^ where 
it was formerly lettled into England -^ and 
for the Conqueu of the Ifle of Man from the 
Scots. 

In this Reign aJfb died the Hopes of the 
Englijh Nation, the incomparable Edward^ 
the Black Prince, whofe Death haften'dtkat 
of his Royal Father : For not long after, he 
died at Sbene in Surry ^ and was buried at 
IVeftminfter '^ having liv'd to the Age of 6*5 
Years, and reigu'd fbmething above 50*

By Pbilippa his Wife beformention'^d, wh<» 
was the Daughter of the £arl of Hainhault^ 
he had 7 Sons and 5 Daughters. Two of his 
Sons died in their Infancy, viz. Hlliiam of 
Hatfield^ and fVilliam of Wtndfnr 5 the other 
five were Edward.^ the Black Prince, his Eld- 
eft (whole Son Richard fuccecded next to the 
Crown) Lionel Duke of Clarence^ John of 
Guan/y Duke of hancafter^ Edmund^ Duke 
of nrk^ and Thomas Duke of Gloucefter. 

His Daughters were IfabeU J'oan^ Blanche^ 
Mary^ an^ margaret. Anaongft whichi Blanche 
died young. . 

Such of our Readers as AiaQ be defirous 
of being farther mfonn'd of the Reign of this 
ICing, and the noble Exploits of our Black

Mr., ^^^erth^ in the Beginninjr of 
Kinf{ ffrifram^s Rripi, and lo remain'df, it 
frcrtis, for tifveral Years : For as foon as rt wal 
foi/h'd, the then Earl of i?jkr?/r.% wfco was i 
great AdtTif fcr of atl* Arts»- but -particulariy of 
hhc Painting,' employed bim for twelve Years 
fucccflfively it hi* Country Scat^ caB'J Bsr^ 
lejgb Houie, near ^tamfordy where he allowed ' 
iiim a Coach and tlorfcs, an Equipage, a Ta- 
ble, aiid fe vera! Servants, atid it .very confiadcfs 
jiMePcnflon. 

After the Expifatfott of io noatny Yc^n^. 
'KiiiaH^lIfam entertain'd him again: And,, 
its tnc Connoiflfeurs in Pairtthrg had (bund 
fome Faults with his Capital Perforrturnce erf 
ffie'friumph beforcm^ntion'd. direflrdhimt6 
cancel the ForttJer, and maie a Sroond At- 
tempt, which Orders he accordingly obey *d»

to do, we fhall throw a Veil over him, and 
refer thofe, who are more curious and inquifi- 
ti<e than ordinary, to thelnhabitants of Stam- 
ford aforelaid, wnere he refided for fo many 
Year*, for a Charafler of him, with Regard 
to his Deportment in private Life. 

But to return to the Hall. 

We have but one Piece more which defrrves 
the Reader's Attention, and that is a fine 
Portrait f which isdepofited over the Door, in 
a Comer juft by the Gallery) of the Lady, who 
loft her Garter at an Auembly, whicn was 
taken up by King Edwardfi,tnd was (as fomc 
will have it) the Original Caufc of the Infti- 
tution of that antient and honourable Order. 

Whether this Story be grounded on Fafl or 
not, we fhall not prefume to determine ^ fince 
feveral Hiftorians, of good Repute, are divi- 
ded in their Opinion-; , with Kefpeft to the 
Rife and Origin of that antient and illuftri- 
ous Society. Some conJeflQre, that it aroie 
from a Battle wherein Edward came o£F vic- 
torioui, and wherein the Private Signal^ or 
IVatcb'fVbrd^ that was then given, was the 
Garter. 

Camden aflerts, that Edward III. was the 
Founder of it, with no other View, than to 
do juft Honours to all Heroic Atchiettments, 

and 
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and to encourage all thok who were diftiil^ 
gui/hM by their Birth, to diftinguilh them- 
irivet by their uncommon Merit. 

The Original Book of the Inftitutfon aP 
tribes the Invention of it to Kin^ Richard L 
but acknowledges indeed, that Kitw EdttHirdl 
very much adorn 'd it, and made it mine in its 
full Luftre. The cooMnon receivM Notion, 
however, is this, that the Garter of King 
Edward^s Qwifort, or (as (bmc imagine) of 
Joany then Countefs of Salhbvry^ flipping <>ff 
in a Dance, the King ftoop^d himfelf, and took 
k up. 

Some NoWmien, upon this Con&fcenfion of 
hit Majefty, imilmg at h, as a Mark of Royal 
Gallantry, he affur'd them with an Afr ef 
Gravity, tUat it /hould not be Jong before 
pttblick Homurs fhouH be done to that Gifr/- 
er 5 whereupon afterwards, he added the French 
Motto to it, which the Artm of the Crown ftiB 
bear, 'uiis. Honi foit qui mat y penfe^ ot Evil 
be to him that Evil thinks^ as a gentle Repri-- 
mand to thofe, who put fuch a loole Conftruc- 
tion on his innocent Intentions.

dii'play'd, in their proper Places. 

The Room is hung with rich Tapeftry 
Hangings, which are the Reprelentation crif 
ibme antient Roman Story ^ but what in parti- 
cular, we are at a Lofs to determine^ As the 
Lights are Gold, however, they have a very 
gpod £iFc£l, and are no difagreeable Decora* 
tiom 

Over the Chimney is the Portrait of the 
late Counteis ot Dorftt^ drawn by Sir t*eter 
Lilly.

On the Ceiling is demised Britannia^ tread- 
ing, in a triumphant Manner, on the Head of 
a Lion, with a vaft V?.riety of other Emble- 
matic Figures round about her.

Peter ^ with his Fiih ^ and 
J-ames and John behind him, drawn, in an 
elegant Manner, by Lucas Jordaine* Over the 
Chimney is the Piotrait of the late Dutchels 
of Salisbury^ by Sir Peter Lilly.

of giving DiftaAe at Cburt, without the leaft 
Regard either to Juftice or Humanity, not 
only condemn'd him at that time to be Scourg'd^ 
hut afterwards mtonounc'd Sentence of Death 
upon him, whicn was executed accordingly. 

Over the Door, k^ding to the next Room, 
is another Hiftory-piece, wherein the Apoftles 
are reprefentea, as looking into our Saviour's 
Sepulchre after his miraculous Afcention. 

The Room is hung aiM round with rich, but 
very antique Tapeftry, jreprefenting fome re- 
ligious Rites and Ceremames of the Jews. 

The Canopy, Chair, and Stools are all co- 
vered with rich Velvet, trlmm*d with Silver.

The Room is hung with rich Tape- 
ftry, reprefcnting the various Perfccutionar of 
the Chriftians. And over the Door, is the 
Fabulous Story of ' rometheus^ ftruck dead by 
Jupitety for, prefumptuoufly ftealing away 
his Celeftial Fire. 
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Having thus given our Readers a curibry 
View of all the principal Beauties of the Roy- 
al Apartments, we fhall conJuft them , in the 
next Place, into the Inner Court, which lies 
on the Left Hand of the Grand-Sftair-Caft, as 
they come down, notwithftanding the Curiofi- 
tics there, as we are informed, arc never ex* 
pos*d to publick View, that Paflage being 
tree and open to none but the Royal Family. 

Under the Piazza, on the Weft Side, which 
/is pav*d with Stone, and fupported by Stone 
arcn'd Colonades, are two yVooden Benches, 
or Seats, fcarce worth the mentioning 5 over 
the firft, however, is hung up a very remark- 
able Pair of Stag's-Horns, wnich arc at Icaft 
four Yards wide. 

Ov.ef the Colonades is a Stone Gallery, and 
over the Door of the Entrance iiito it, on th^ 
Left, is a whole-Ijength Portrait of the~Do- 
nor of the Equeftrian Statue, which ftands in 
the Quadrangle, ^nd df which we ihall give 
a particular Account in its proner Place, drawn 
in a modtm Drcfi, by Sir tivytey Kneller.

On the Weft Side, over the Door, as you 
come in, are two Pieces of the lame Size, with* 
thole aboTe>mention'd. One whereof, is the 
Reprelentation of the Trojan Fleet, and the 
other of the Grecian Fleet 5 all painted in 
Frelcoonjthe Wall. 

There being nothing further worth Oblerv- 
ing in this luner - Court, the Spectator re- 
turns to the great Gate, fronting the Grand 
Stair-Cale, bekire delcrib'd, which leads 6.^ 
reftly into the Quadrangle, or large Square ; 
in the Center whereof, is die fine Brafs Statue 
before-mention'd of King Charles the ad, on 
Horfc-back, erefted on a large Square Pedcftal, 
with Stone Steps 3 the Front of which, is 
embellilh'd with the Cypher, ( C. R. ) or 
( Charles Rex. ) furroundcd with a Garter. 
On the Top are a Palm- Branch, a Crown of 
Laurel, a &cpter, and a Sword. The Royal 
Motto, Honi foit qui mah y fenfe^ i. e. Evil 
he to him that Evil thinks^ \^ oilpos'd in a 
Scroll, contrived for that Purpole. 

The South Side is embellifli'd with an a- 
greeable Variety of emblematic Figures, ex^ 
pjttflive of the Art of Navigation. 

On the Weft Side, 

If a Latin Infcription, within a Curtain, 
adom'd with Flowers, the Purport whereof is, 

S 3 that 
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that To B I AS Rest A T, who was anlnhabi- 
tant of fVindfory and one of his Majeilj't Do- 
mcftick Servants, erefled that Monuaieiit» in 
the Year of our Lord, 1680, in order to per- 
petuate the Memory of his Royal Mailer, and 
•o teftify to the World, hiM grateful Aclcnow* 
Icxigmenrs of all the FaTOurs, which from 
Time to T^ime had been conferred upon hiocL 

The North Side of the Pedeftal is embcl- 
lifti'd with a Tall Variety of Fruits, (gc. 
I'he whole is enclosed with Iron Balluftrades, 
in a Square Form, with Lamp-Irons at each 
Angle. And Underneath it, is a curious 
"Water-Engine, or Machine, for fupplying the 
Royal Palace with Water, as Occafion mall 
require. 

As there is nothing more Material to be 
TJew'd in this QuadrangJe, we ihaJI howcoh- 
di'.ft our Readers into the Park, wTiick lies, 
contiguous, and is kept as fmooth as a Carpet : 
At the Entrance whereof is erefted a large 
Seat, with a high Back and Cover for the 
Head, which turns fo eafily, the whole beijig 
fix'd on an Iron or Brafs Pin for that Pur- 
fofc, that whoever fits in it, may turn it 
from the Wind, or the Sun, in (Jafc eithet 
Ihould prove incommodious, and may enjoy, 
even in a Storm, a perfeS Calm. The Inven- 
tion of this agreeable Machine is afcrib'd to 
Queen Elizabeth^ who, tho* fhc took great 
IX'light in being out in the Air, and even in 

the 
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the Rain, if not too violent, yet could not cn- 
dtirc (ts we have before obfcrv'd) to be ruf- 
fled by the Wind. 

To conclude, all the Parks about JVtnifor 
arc very agreeable and fpaciousw Even the 
liitric Park (as it is generally call'd) is at 
kaft three Miles in Circumference : The great 
one Fourteen, and the Foreft above Thirty. 

The firft is peculiar to the Court 5 theothers 
are open and free for Riding, Hunting, or talc- 
ing tnc Air, according as the Gentlemen, or 
Ladies who refide in the Parts adjacent, arc 
rclpeaivcly difpos'd. 

In a Word, the Lodges in thcfc Parks, 
which have been beaiitifi^ bjr their refpeftivc 
Rangers, might, with Propriety enough, be 
caR'd Palaces, were not their Glory eclipsed 
by the Palace itfelf, to which they belong. 

Having thus taken a general Survey of all 
the moft material Curiofities of this Royal Pa- 
lace 5 at leaft, of thofc, which arc daily ex- 
pos 'd to publick View, we imagine, a fuccinft 
Account of Eton College, ( as it is fo anticnt, 
and (b ftately a Building, and lies, as it were 
juft underneath it, ) will be thought no dif- 
agreeable Amufement, nor look'd upon as a 
forc'd, or an unnatural Conclufion of this our 
prdcnt Undertaking. 

I ho' 
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Tho* Eton if not in the lame Counfy as 
Winifor^ yet nothing parts them-but a Wooden 
Bridge, tnat croiles the Thames \ and the firft 
Thing that ftrikes the Eye, is the College 
we {peak of> which i$ allow'd on all Hands 
to be the fineft School, or Seminary, for what 
is generally caU'd Grammar 3L>eammg., that is 
to oe met with, not only throughout tne King- 
dom of Great-Britain^ but poflibly through- 
out all Europe. 

This Building, (the great School-Roona on- 
ly excepted) is very antient, and the Chappel 
is truly Gothic: Within tkefe ftw lears, 
however, the Whole has been repair'd and 
beautify 'd, at a very large Expence, out of the 
College-Stock, and a noble Library for the 
Reception of a vaft Number of Books, has 
been added to it. 

There is a fine Statue likewife ereflcd ili 
the great Court, in Commemoration of the 
Founder, by one Dr. Godolphiriy who had been 
Dean of St. Paul's^ and Provoft of this Col- 
lege. 

This College was founded by K ins Henry the 
Vlth, who was a very tounincent Prince, and 
a great Encourager of Learning in general, as 
is evident from his Founding King^s - College 
in Cambridge^ as well as This, to which tho&, 

who 
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who arc brought up at Eton School, arc year- 
ly rcmov'd. 

There is an annual Revenue, or Income, of 
about five thouland Pounds, fettled upon this 
College, which maintains a Provoft, a Vice- 
Provoft, fix Fellows, fcvcnty Scholars, ftveral 
Chorifters, and other inferior Officers and 
Servants. 

There are two Schools here, the Upper and 
die Lower, and each of them is divided into 
three diftin£l Clafles. 

There is ottf Mafter» and four Affiftanti, to 
tath SchooL 

Ia the latter, the Ckildren are admitted very 
Toung, and are there initiated into all School- 
licarmng. 

Wbeneter a Scholar is taken into the former, 
he mufl be able to make Latin Verfes, and 
have likewife fbme Idea of the Greek Lan-^ 
g^age. 

There are a gr«t^ Number of Children, for 
the moil Part, of the beft Families in England^ 
and of Perfbns of the higheft Rank and Di* 
ilinflion, who board with the Mafters, and 
refide within the College, befides the ieveuty, 
who are upon the Fouxmtion* 

The 
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The Number of Scholars inftruaect here, ar^ 
for the Generality, between four apd five Hun- 
dred. 

The firft Tuesday iti JuguJ^^ is Annually (ct 
A*part for elefting of Scholars, in order for 
their Renioval to the Univerfity. 

At thi^ Time, the Provoft of King^s^ 
College^ one ienior, and one junior Pofer^ who 
arc FeHows, together with the Provoft, the 
Vice-Provoft, and the Head Matter of Eton 
G>Ilege, call the Scholars of the upper Clals 
before^ them, and after a due Examination of 
them in the feveral Branches of their Learn- 
ing, feleft Twelve, fuch as they judge beft 
qualify'd, and enter their Names into a Roll^ 
according to their Standing. 

Notwithftanding fuch Inrollmcnt, they arc 
not direftly remov d from the School, but arc 
obliged to wait till there are Vacancies fall in 
King^s-College j and whenever any fuch hap* 
pen, they are gradually retnov'd. 

A Scholar, thus elefted, is received on the 
Foundation of Ring^^-College^ at his firft Ar- 
rival there 5 where he purfues his Studies for 
three Tears fucceffively 5 after which he is en- 
titl'd to a Fellowfhip, unlefs he forfeits his 
iP^ight and Intereft therein, either by Marriage,
